The abundant life has been a popular 
theme with both preachers and pol- 
iticians. Political parties and _ self- 

anointed Messiahs have said, 


The “Follow me and I'll lead you 
Abundant to a life of abundance.” For 
Life many it has been the prom- 


ise of riches in place of 
poverty—of surfeit in place of stint. 

For the most part, abundance has been 
thought of as merely more of the same 
thing. Two cars instead of one—two 
radios—a house in the city and a home in 
the country. 

But the abundant life of the Bible is 
not merely this life elaborated and elon- 
gated. It begins with a new life im- 
parted. It continues in that new life 
enjoyed and emphasized. 

Only the person who has actually re- 
ceived Christ as Saviour has life. Evi- 
dence? Well, here it is: “And this is the 
record, that God hath given to us eter- 
nal life, and this life is in his Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God hath not 
life” (I John 5:11, 12). 

Similis was a centurion under the em- 
peror Hadrian. He became a Christian 
in his old age. Soon after his acceptance 
of Christ he retired and lived in quietness 
for some seven years. Just before his 
death he composed his own epitaph: 
“Here lies Similis, who reached an age 
of many years, and yet lived only seven 
years.” 

How true, and how many there are who 
waste life while they are trying to find 
life. Christ said: “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly” (John 10:10).

As the worldly wise look into the cause 
and cure of war, more and more they 
come to the opinion that men need to 

get right with men. But if 
“Get Right God should today send a 
with prophet with a message to 
Men” His professed people, we are 

convinced that message 
would again hurl the challenge, “Get 
right with God.” 

Jesus gave one of His penetrating com- 
ments and characterizations when in 
addressing a certain group He said: “Ye 
are they which justify yourselves before 
men; but God knoweth your hearts: for 
that which is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination in the sight of God” 
(Luke 16:15). 

Every nation has a State Department 
or Foreign Department, and close to it a 
propaganda division busy in the attempt 
to justify its actions before men. Our 
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governments seek to vindicate their deeds 
before the eyes of their own peoples and 
seek to establish positions and actions in 
the eyes of other nations. 

Jesus had the same spirit of self-jus- 
tification in mind when He told the story 
of the two men—the Pharisee and the 
publican—who went up to the temple to 
pray. According to his recital, the 
Pharisee prayed: “God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men are, ex- 
tortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. I fast twice a week, I give 
tithes of all that I possess.” But that 
isn’t prayer, it’s propaganda! 

The men of this age are so accustomed 
to propaganda they continually try it on 
Deity. Politicians, who never before 
mentioned God’s name except in pro- 
fanity, now that war is upon us, sing 
with deep emotion, “God bless America.” 
But it does not fool God. The penetrating 
eyes of Jesus Christ look to the hearts 
and motives of men, and He is not in the 
least moved by either patronage or 
propaganda. 

“Get right with men” is a good ex- 
hortation, but it is preceded by “Get right 
with God,” just as the much quoted 
second commandment, “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself,” is preceded by 
the ignored first commandment, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy strength, and with all thy mind” 
(Luke 10:27). The plain fact is that men 
are never going to be right with each 
other until they are right with God.

As an example of muddled thinking, 
expressed in beautiful sentences, we sug- 
gest that an article in a current periodical 
be given the blue ribbon. The 
article is “American-Soviet 
Friendship,” and the writer, 
Dr. Ralph Barton Perry, fa- 
mous philosophy professor at 
Harvard University. 

Dr. Perry writes very well indeed. It’s 
too bad he hasn’t something better to say. 
The thesis set forth seems to be rooted 
in the statement that “there is ...a com- 
mon social philosophy shared by com- 
munists and Catholics.” It would take a 
college professor to think of that! 

However, our main departure from the 
article is this statement and related im- 
plications: “If you are attacked or 
threatened by a bandit and another man 
draws the attack upon himself and fights 
back and gets the better of the bandit, it 
takes no great understanding to call your 
rescuer blessed and supply him with fresh 
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arms.” In this pictorial sentence Ger- 
many is the bandit, and that is right. 
But to think of Russia as stepping in the 
path of the bandit for the sake of draw- 
ing the attack away from the United 
States is pure bias of a pink tinge. 

Does anyone under the sun, apart 
from communistic sympathizers, think 
Russia is fighting for anyone but her- 
self? The fact that she is fighting our 
enemy is only incidental, and it takes 
considerable imagination to read into it 
any friendship for America, or any sym- 
pathy with the “four freedoms,” for 
which supposedly the other United Na- 
tions are fighting. 

We do not accuse this writer of having 
propaganda goals in mind, but we cite it 
as an example of the loose thinking we 
as a nation must face now and after the 
war. 

The fact is, men are in darkness. A 
philosophy that leaves God out is as 
blind as the politics which leaves Him 
out. Increasing evidence of our need of 
the light which comes from God’s Word. 
“The entrance of thy words giveth light” 
(Ps. 119:130).

We believe the Spirit of God makes 
much of the local church during this age. 
Of course, salvation doesn’t come by way 

of church membership, but 
Make Much there are a lot of good things 
of the which do come. 
Church One unfortunate trend to- 

day is the drift of some real 
believers toward non-church membership 
and only intermittent attendance. There 
are too many fundamentalists who live 
on Bible conferences, or the messages of 
itinerant preachers or teachers. Some of 
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them feel they have been ariven to this 
by the Modernism of some pulpits, or by 
the biblical ignorance of some preachers. 

But it still remains that as far as 
organization goes the church is the one 
God-appointed organization for all of 
this age. You may have to change to 
another church, but we believe you 
should be in one and at work in it. 

Some of us have lived long enough to 
see other organizations arise and attract 
a great deal of attention. We could men- 
tion the high days of Christian Endeavor 
and of the Baraca-Philathea movement, 
etc., and while all the leaders said they 
recognized the supplementary character 
of those organizations, many people made 
them substitutes for the church. 

There is no substitute for the local 
church or assembly. Organizations, move- 
ments, and methods come and go, but the 
church outlives and outlasts them all. 

As we look around and see the many 
new movements astir in orthodoxy—lay- 
men’s movements, workers with children, 
etc., we say, stick to the church. As far 
as you can, tie everything to the church, 
for the church is the only continuing 
corporate witness.

and its cargo, and we will never know 
how many lives. 

And now the newspaper speaks: “As 
recorded by the Federal Communications 
Commission, the broadcast was made by 
a U-boat captain. It said: “The sea was 
calm, but the night was dark as we lay 
on the surface. Our lookout on watch 
had no suspicion that a steamer was near 
until he saw the rise and fall of a spot of 
red in the distance. Strange as the light 
was out there in the lonesome area, he 
recognized it as a burning cigarette and 
knew a ship was near. We trailed the 
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ship for six hours and when dawn came, 
torpedoed it.’” 

In most of our coast cities illumination 
is cut to a minimum so the glow against 
the horizon will not be the background 
revealing a ship to enemy U-boats. 

Evidently we need an additional dim- 
out. But try and get it!

An article by General Giraud recently 
appeared in Life. There is enough in the 
article to startle America, and yet except 
for two or three comments in 
religious papers, America has 
gone its indifferent way. 

General Giraud gives rea- 
sons for the fall of France, 
and some of these destructive things are 
evident in our own country today. Per- 
haps at the time even he would not have 
admitted these evils existed. Read these 
lines from Giraud carefully and frankly 
admit the danger spots in American life. 

“First, the primordial question, that of 
birth rate. France, even without the war, 
was on the slope of suicide. The’ family 
was disappearing to give place to couples 
without children ... There was a great 
deal of talk in France, beautiful pro- 
grams were made, many blue ribbons 
were distributed. The matches of foot- 
ball and rugby, the boxing, the horse 
races, the bicycle and automobile races 
had more and more success... . The re- 
sult was fatal. In a race formerly solid, 
rustic, tough against fatigue, but where 
alcohol and syphilis had opened sup- 
purating wounds, the skeleton shrank, 
the tissues became lax, and resistance 
disappeared. 

“Our ideal was to enjoy ourselves. From 
the first to the last rank of society, 
people wanted to amuse themselves, or 
rather to daze themselves. ... What did 
the school teach these youngsters and 
these men? First, egoism, personal in- 
terest and the cult of envy. After that, 
negation of everything spiritual, of every- 
thing divine, of everything ideal. 
Atheism, if not proclaimed, was at least 
encouraged. 

“In the government, under whatever 
label, we never saw anything but parties, 
we never saw France. The composition 
of every ministry—and they were many 
—was a scandal. ... It was the same 
from the top to the bottom of the in- 
dustrial ladder. The result was a weaken- 
ing of output, a lack of method, an in- 
crease in overhead, incompatible with 
any well-conducted business. Whether it 
was a typist arriving a quarter hour late 
or putting on her lipstick a quarter hour 
early, a truck driver wasting five minutes, 
or a fitter chatting with his neighbor 
instead of polishing off his piece, the re- 
sult always came back in costs... . 

“The war of four years taught us how 
to die and to suffer. It did not teach us 
how to work. Until 1914 the French 
laborer and peasant were hard workers. 
The arrival of the Americans, their 
methods, their supplies, helped consider- 
ably to upset their ideas. They got into 
the habit of counting in billions or not at 
all. Spurious luxury increased. Perfumers 
made fortunes. The proprietor, the work- 
er, the foreman, the subordinate, each 
one of them came to think of pleasure

first and of reducing work to a minimum. 
... At the same time, it was forgotten 
that throughout the centuries the church 
had ordered Sunday as a day of rest, and 
that the strict observance of this was the 
surest method of giving to each the 
necessary weekly relaxation. 

“First of all it was the short English 
working week which crept in on the 
continent, and so the number of hours 
became the contract between employers 
and wage earners. ... The employer had 
a hundred pretexts, a thousand occasions. 
In summer it was the seaside; in autumn, 
hunting; then winter sports. The em- 
ployee looked on and drew his own con- 
clusions. Not only the working hours 
but the working conscience diminished. 
... It was easier to succeed by intrigue 
than work. Politics became a career of 
compromise, arrangement, betrayal. 
Many lawyers, professors, and journalists 
suddenly believed themselves statesmen 

. . and used their shoe leather or their 
fathers’ gasoline to make useful and 
profitable contacts. .. . The king of all 
was the corner cafe. The forty-hour week 
did not bring in anything more to the 
mother of the family, because the bread- 
winner spent in two days twice as much 
as in one. The only result was that 
alcohol merchants did well.” 

America, wake up before it is too late! 
The law of the harvest is “whatsoever 
a man [or nation] soweth, that shall he 
[it] also reap.”

Did you ever stop to think of the 
stream of letters daily addressed to the 
President of the United States? It is 
probable that he _ rarely 
makes the suggestion, “Write 
often,” except in connection 
with the very occasional ab- 
sences of the First Lady! 

Recently the Dominican Republics 
issued a special postage stamp to be 
used on letters sent to its President. 
With a postage fee of twenty-five cents, 
perhaps the thought was to cut down His 
Excellency’s mail! It might be an extra 
source of income for our government. 
Let’s charge folks a dollar for the 
privilege of writing the President! 

But prayer is different. It is free and 
should be frequent. God invites com- 
munication. He not only says to pray 
often, but Jesus said, “Men ought al- 
ways to pray.”

is the word we need most in our day. 

We put our trust in science, in eco- 

nomics, and in government, but we 
have found that these things without 
prayer are helpless to save us. We need 
to bring our lives back into 
contact with God, and that 
contact is provided through 
prayer. Therefore, let us 
endeavor to recover that 
lost word. Let us discover 
the meaning of prayer: its 
science, its art, and its 
philosophy. 

The science of prayer 
is found in Luke 10:2: 
“Therefore said he unto 
them, The harvest truly is 
great, but the laborers are 
few: pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth labor- 
ers into his harvest.” The harvest is God’s, 
the laborers are God’s; He has prepared 
both in order to bring them together. 


Pres is the forgotten word, yet it 


This message was delivered at Founder’s Week 
Conference, Chicago, February, 1943. 
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Why pray if 
we are sur- 
prised when 


God answers? 


Yet He has so limited Himself to us that 
He cannot do what He wants to do unless 
we pray. This is the science of prayer: 
that God controls His universe and in 
answer to prayer brings about His will. 

That is hard for even some Christians 
to understand. We have 
been taught in years past 
that this is a closed uni- 
verse and that God who 
created it is shut out of it. 
He is in the position of a 
watchmaker, some would 
have us believe, who, hav- 
ing made the watch, lets it 
run according to the laws 
inherent in the watch. Just 
as it would be wrong for the 
watchmaker continually to 
change the workings of the 
watch to suit someone who wished time 
to go slower or faster, so it would be 
immoral for God to answer prayer and 
disrupt natural laws by which His uni- 
verse is run. 

The difficulty with that view of the uni- 
verse is that no reputable scientists today

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hold it. Men like Eddington and Jeans 
frankly confess that science is no longer 
wedded to a naturalistic philosophy. Sir 
James Jeans, in his book The Mysterious 
Universe, says: “Thirty years ago, we 
assumed that we were heading toward an 
ultimate explanation of the universe as 
a mechanical reality, consisting of a 
fortuitous jumble of atoms, performing 
meaningless dances for a time under the 
action of purposeless forces. Into this 
wholly mechanical world, through the 
play of the same blind forces, life had 
stumbled by accident, 

“Today there is wide agreement, on the 
physical side of science approaching 
unanimity, that the stream of knowledge 
is heading toward a non-mechanical 
reality. Mind no longer appears as an 
accidental intruder into the realm of 
matter; we are beginning to suspect that 
it is the creator and governor of matter. 
The universe begins to look more like a 
great thought than a great machine.” 


Goo IS NOT ONLY THE CREATOR, 
but the Sustainer, of His universe. It is 
not run by natural law (which is a non- 
entity according to Eddington and 
Jeans), but by His will, in answer to 
prayer. 

Another great scientist, Alexis Carrel, 
in Man the Unknown, says that miracles 
in answer to prayer are facts of experi- 
ence upon which science must reckon. 
We must remember that a miracle is sim- 
ply the substitution by God of a higher 
law than man has discovered, for laws 
with which he is familiar. We who have 
seen the miracles of the airplane, radio, 
and television should not be surprised 
that God knows a few laws that we 
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haven’t yet discovered. Living in a day 
when “woolen” suits can be made out of 
milk, who is willing to say that water 
cannot be turned into wine without the 
intermediary action of the grape? 

The fact is that we have so many out- 
standing illustrations of God’s answers 
to prayer that it is impossible for a rever- 
ent mind to doubt. There was the dark 
day when thousands of British soldiers 
were trapped at Dunkirk, caught be- 
tween the greater number and better 
equipped panzer divisions of the German 
soldiers on one side and the English 
Channel on the other. Then England 
went to her knees. The result? That no- 
toriously rough channel became as 
smooth as a millpond, so that the small- 
est available power launches could travel 
back and forth picking up British soldiers 
and taking them to safety. As though 
that were not enough, a fog settled down 
as a screen, hiding the evacuation from 
the screaming dive-bombers above. But 
the most significant fact was that the fog 
remained high enough above the surface 
of the water that the boats and soldiers 
could be seen and the evacuation carried 
out with the minimum of confusion and 
delay. Was all of that accidental? If so, 
let us throw away the Bible, for it de- 
clares that prayer has more than subjec- 
tive value: that it moves the arm of God 
to accomplish things in God’s world. 

America’s experience was similar to 
that of Britain. Our President set aside 
Thanksgiving Day as a day of prayer, and 
people all over our nation turned to God 
in intercession. The result? It was the 
very next day that something happened 
very much to the advantage of our boys 
in North Africa, yet something with 
which they had nothing to do. The 
French fleet was scuttled! Was that an 
accident? 

The experiences of Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker and his companions on the 
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life rafts in the Pacific are too real to 
allow for doubt. Even the men themselves 
who were agnostics became believers as a 
result. For example, there was the day 
they read together from Sergeant Bar- 
tek’s New Testament: “Therefore take no 
thought, saying, What shall we eat? or, 
What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal 
shall we be clothed? For after all these 
things do the Gentiles seek: for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that ye have 


' need of all these things. But seek ye first 


the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be added 
unto you. Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof” (Matt. 
6:31-34). Then they prayed that God 
would supply food. One hour later, Cap- 
tain “Rick” was dozing, but was awak- 
ened by feeling something on his head. 
Reaching up stealthily, his fingers closed 
on the legs of a sea swallow! Not only 
did they eat the bird, but used parts of it 
as bait to supply them with fish. 

Another time when they were near 
starvation, one of their flares failed to go 
higher than thirty feet, then fell between 
the rafts, swishing around dangerously, 
threatening to destroy them. Instead, 
however, it went out harmlessly, but not 
before it had attracted a school of fish 
and two of them jumped into one of the 
rafts. An accident? 

When they were near death from thirst 
they prayed for rain. A cloud formed in 
the sky, but went past them without 
dropping its precious moisture. They 
prayed again, and the cloud backed up 
and supplied them with life-giving water. 

Finally, the superhuman strength which 
Lieutenant Whittaker received in answer 
to prayer, enabling him in his weakened 
condition to row against the current and 
land on the coral island, is one more evi- 
dence that “more things were wrought by 
prayer than this world dreams of.” 


= ART OF PRAYER IS FOUND IN 
JOHN 2:1-5. Jesus and His disciples are 
at a wedding feast with Mary. Then a 
tragedy (to an Oriental host) occurs, 
they are out of provisions. Mary comes 
to Jesus and utters a prayer in four 
words, “They have no wine.” That was 
all. She didn’t command Him to work a 
miracle, or send His disciples out to get 
some wine. She merely stated the need 
and left it there. Then, in the face of 
apparent rebuke, “Woman, what have I 
to do with thee? Mine hour is not yet 
come,” she shows implicit faith in her 
instructions to the servants, “Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do it.” 

The art of prayer is to know that you 
are talking to a living, real Person, who 
knows and understands every word you 
are saying. We are not heard for our 
much speaking. We are not to practice 
vain repetitions as the heathen do. We 
are to come to our living Lord, lay the 
case before Him, and know that He hears. 
And because we know that He has heard, 
we know that we have the petition that 
we have desired of Him. 

How much of our praying is vain re- 
petition! We have prayed for the same 
things so many times that our language 


flows voicing it when our minds are wan- 
dering to other things. We become like 
the Tibetan priests with their prayer 
wheels. Writing out the prayers, they 
stick them into the wheel and turn them. 
Thus they are “praying” hundreds of 
prayers, while they put their minds to 
something else. 

One evening I was to speak to a large 
gathering of university students at 
Berkeley, Calif. Realizing the importance 
of reaching those students for Christ, I 
went into a room alone, sat on a chair, 
and began to pray. Suddenly I realized I 
was talking to the living God! I arose 
from the chair (it was the best one in the 
room), invited my Lord to occupy it, 
knelt before Him, and talked with Him 
as really as though I could see Him with 
my physical eyes. Then what a change 
in my prayer! I realized He heard every 
word I was speaking. Thus I told Him 
about the meeting, asked Him to work 
miracles of grace, and left it all in His 
hands. It became so real!

l HE PHILOSOPHY OF PRAYER IS 

FOUND IN ACTS 12:5-16. I believe the Holy 
Spirit has recorded that passage so that 
we can laugh at ourselves. The setting is 
not funny. James has been beheaded by 
Herod. This has pleased the Jews, so he 
decides to kill Peter also. He puts him in 
prison, but must wait until after Easter 
to execute him. In the meantime the 
church has gathered in John Mark's 
house for a night-and-day prayer meet- 
ing. “But prayer was made without ceas- 
ing of the church unto God for him.” 

In answer to prayer, God’s angel re- 
leases Peter. Note, however, that he does 
not do for Peter what he can do for him- 
self. He strikes off the chains and opens 
the gate. Peter must dress himself and 
walk to John Mark’s house. Now Peter 
stands before the house where the church 
has gathered to pray for him. Rhoda is 
so eager to tell the news, that she forgets 
to open the door. “She opened not the 
gate for gladness, but ran in, and told 
how Peter stood before the gate.” Their 
reply was: “Thank God, our prayers are 
answered!” Or was it? “And they said 
unto her, Thou art mad!” “It is his an- 
gel!” But Peter continued knocking. 

Why have we prayed if we are sur- 
prised when God answers? The philoso- 
phy of prayer is to know that God always 
answers when we approach Him in the 
name of our Saviour. To be sure, His an- 
swer may be “Not yet,” or “Here is some- 
thing better,” as He answered Paul when 
he prayed about the thorn in the flesh, 
but God always answers. “Therefore I 
say unto you, What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them” (Mark 
11:24). 


P. RAYER’S SCIENCE: KNOW THAT 
YOU ARE PRAYING to an omnipotent God, 
who not only created, but sustains and 
governs His universe. 

Prayer’s art: Know that you are speak- 
ing to a living Person who hears and 
understands every word. 

Prayer’s philosophy: Know that God 
always answers prayer that comes to Him 
in the name of His Son.

’ 
God's purpose and program 
rest upon an eternal covenant 


—they cannot Fail 


3 E NEED IN OUR DAY a Christian 
vision of God’s eternal purpose. 
We recall that the Lord said to 


Cyrus the Great, the world con- 
queror of his day, “I girded thee, though 
thou hast not known me” (Isa. 45:1-5; 
Ezra 1:2). So Cyrus took Babylon, set 
free the Jewish captives, and helped 
them to return, and rebuild their temple 
and city. 

The Lord had previously, and similarly, 
girded Nebuchadnezzar to destroy them 
both, for Israel’s sins (Jer. 25:8-12). Later 
the Lord similarly girded Alexander the 
Great to destroy Tyre (Ezek. 26:12-14) ; 
and still later He girded Titus to destroy 
Jerusalem, A.D. 70 (Luke 21:21-24). 

It is “the times of the Gentiles,” during 
which they are allowed to reject God’s 
grace and Christ’s salvation, and God’s 
government and Christ’s kingship. But 
Christ is God’s Soldier as well as His 
Saviour. The corrupt, violent nations are 
soon to find it out (Ps. 2). 

God’s glory and attributes are those 
of His government. His government is 
one of righteousness and peace. This 
present creation, ruined by the reign of 
sin and death, is but a temporary paren- 
thesis in the program of God. He tells 
us: “As the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are my ways higher than your 
Ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts” (Isa. 55:9). The world cannot 
give us the thoughts of God, His purpose 
and program, nor does it know His per- 
fect ways of accomplishing them. 

This present parenthesis, of Satan, 
sin, and self, gives them an occasion to 
show what they are, and what they do. 
It also gives God the occasion to carry 
out His eternal purpose of a second crea- 
tion, of redemption, regeneration, and 
resurrection glory, on the ground of 
Christ’s death, burial, and resurrection. 
Christ risen is the proof and pattern of 
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this new creation, which is now engaging 
the Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. Before 
the present creation they made an eter- 
nal covenant between themselves, to 
spend all they had, to make believing 
sinners into sons of God, to be the high- 
est praise of God’s glory and grace (Heb. 
13:20; Matt. 13:45, 46). Christ at Calvary 
was the wealth of God laid on the altar 
of God’s righteousness as the price paid 
for this new creation. 


i. IS ALSO IMPORTANT that we 
have a Christian vision of God’s program. 
Things on earth are patterned after 
things in heaven, as indicated in Adam 
being created in the image and likeness 
of God, and in the tabernacle of God’s 
presence on earth being made -after the 
heavenly pattern of the true. Adam was 
the image of God, the pattern of creation 
before him, and the figure of Christ who 
was to come after him. These were God’s 
parables and prophecies of His plan and 
program. God’s eternal purpose shapes 
them. 

Noah, through the Holy Spirit, proph- 
esied of the world-wide reign of Satan, 
and its degradation, through Canaan, the

son of Ham: “Cursed be Canaan; a serv- 
ant of servants shall he be unto his 
brethren” (Gen. 9:25). The sons of Ham 
covered the earth with the covenant of 
works and its curse, unbelief, idolatries, 
and witchcraft. Noah also prophesied of 
God’s eternal covenant of grace and gov- 
ernment being established through Shem, 
of whom came Abraham, David, and 
Christ after the flesh. Noah also proph- 
esied of the enlargement of Japheth 
(Europe), and his blessing through Shem. 
All of the rest of Scripture and of history 
are but the unfolding of these three 
sovereign prophecies of God. This is 
evidence, accepted in the highest courts 
of Europe and America, that the Bible 
is the Word of God, and that, therefore, 
Jesus Christ is Lord and Saviour (see 
Greenleaf, of Harvard, on “Evidence’’). 

Paul tells us that the gospel of God is 
“that Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures; and that he was buried, 
and that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3, 
4). Thus the Lord came to do three 
days’ work, which was annually outlined 
also in His three religious feasts of Pass- 
over, Pentecost, and Tabernacles. These 
were patterns of the three periods of His 
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prophetic program, through human his- 
tory until the new heaven and earth, 
when the present heaven and earth will 
have passed away. These three periods 
are, from Adam in the garden to Christ 
risen in the garden; from the first com- 
ing of Christ to His second coming; and 
from His second coming to the new 
heaven and earth. 

God’s proposals to man all fail under 
His covenant of works. His eternal pur- 
pose and program of grace at His first 
coming, and of government at His second 
coming, cannot fail, for they depend 
wholly upon the eternal covenant be- 
tween the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit. This eternal covenant is the basis 
of every blessing on earth. God’s progres- 
sion and man’s permitted retrogression 
work together for crowning Christ the 
Lord. 


N OTE ABRAHAM’S VISION OF A 
WORLD Saviour. The Lord gave to Abra- 
ham these seven unconditional promises: 
“T will make of thee a great nation, and 
I will bless thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a blessing; and I 
will bless them that bless thee, and curse 
him that curseth thee; and in thee shall 
all families of the earth be blessed” 
(Gen. 12:2, 3). Here is a world Saviour 
promised. In sending the priest and king 
Melchizedek to Abraham with the bread 
and wine, typical of the Lord’s Supper 
(Gen. 14:18-20), the Lord taught Abra- 
ham that these promises would not be 
secured by the sword against Gentile 
kings, but on the ground of the death, 
burial, and resurrection of Christ. These 
would redeem the world from Satan, sin, 
and death, and remove them from the 
earth. 

When He put Abraham to sleep, the 
Lord showed him a vision of the eternal 
covenant in the smoking furnace, emblem 
of Christ’s sufferings, and the burning 
lamp, emblem of the Holy Spirit, passing 
between the pieces of the sacrifice (Gen. 
15:17; Jer. 34:18). Abraham was not a 
party to the covenant, but a sure bene- 
ficiary of it. It is a covenant between 
the Godhead. 

The Lord also gave Abraham this un- 
conditional promise on the basis of the 
eternal covenant: “I will give unto thee 
... all the land of Canaan, for an ever- 
lasting possession” (Gen. 17:8). He 
sealed it with the mark of Méssiah’s 
death, burial, and resurrection, in the 
circumcision of every boy on the eighth 
day (Gen. 17:12). 

And Abraham saw his Saviour in the 
offering up of Isaac, under the direction 
of the Lord (Gen. 22). Isaac asked, 
“But where is the lamb for a burnt offer- 
ing?” And Abraham said, enigmatically, 
“My son, God will provide Himself to be 
the Lamb for a burnt offering.” ‘This 
satisfied both. Isaac could face death. 
So can all believers. And in the “ram 
caught in a thicket by his horns” which 
Abraham “offered up for a burnt offer- 
ing in the stead of his son,” they both 
saw the Lamb of God and His crown of 
thorns, the Lord and son of Abraham, 
the seed in whom all the nations of 
the earth shall be blessed. 

David had a vision of a world Sover- 
eign. The unconditional promises the 
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Lord made to David with an oath were 
the eternal covenant for God’s govern- 
ment of a redeemed, regenerated, and res- 
urrected earth, through the death, burial, 
and resurrection of Christ, the Messiah 
(I Chron. 17:11-15; Ps. 89:3, 18-19). 

Why do the nations rage in wars, and 
the peoples of the earth reason them- 
selves into empty schemes and endless or- 
ganizations (Ps. 2)? It is because their 
ancestors put them under the covenant 
of works, by turning away from the eter- 
nal covenant of the Lord and His Son 
the Messiah, and their blessing. The 
unsaved peoples of the earth are thus 
united against the Lord and His Son, 
determined not to accept their salvation, 
and not to allow their government of 
righteousness and peace. Truly “the car- 
nal mind is enmity against God.” 

He that sitteth in the heavens has to 
laugh. The nations crucify the Son. He 
compels them to write over His head, 
“This is Jesus the King.” It is His hand- 
writing on the wall of these nations. 
They will not give Him the earth, which 
is His. He knows them. He will not 
ask them for it. His Father says, “Ask of 
me, and I shall give thee the nations... 
and the earth.” When He removes His 
Church at the end of this age, He will 
ask the Father and He will give Him the 
kingdom of God over the nations, and 
the age to come for its duration. He 
will return to earth, and break with a 
rod of iron the wicked schemes, and dash 
in pieces the cruel systems that oppress 
the earth. “Be ye also patient; stablish 
your hearts: for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh” (James 5:8). “Comfort 
ye, comfort ye my people.” 

David sees the day when Christ sits 
upon His throne of glory here. “All the 
ends of the world shall remember and 
turn unto the Lord ... For the kingdom 
is the Lord’s; and he is the governor 
among the nations.” “He maketh wars 
to cease unto the end of the earth.” 
“The Lord is king . . . of all the earth.” 
Jerusalem, “the city of our God... the 
city of the great King.” “He cometh to 
rule the earth.” “The Lord reigneth; 
let the earth rejoice . .. All the people 
see his glory.” “All the ends of the earth 
have seen the salvation of our God.” “In 
his days shall the righteous flourish.” 
“All nations shall worship him.” “All 
nations shall call him blessed ... he 
only doeth wondrous things.” When the 
whole earth is filled with his glory, “the 
prayers of David are ended.” There will 
be nothing further to pray for, just 
praise. 


Doses IN MIND CHRIST’S VISION 
OF OUR TIMES. Our times are between His 
first and second coming. Moses and the 
prophets told of both comings, but of 
nothing between. For things between we 
turn to our Lord, and to the Holy Spirit 
in Paul’s epistles, and the book of Reve- 
lation. “It is the times of the Gentiles,” 
misrule of the unbelieving world. Satan 
is the prince of this period, and of its 
politics. He is the god worshiped by the 
covetous. Therefore there are his wars 
among the nations, and God’s corre- 
sponding judgments in the convulsions of 
nature. Christ said: “Nation shall rise

Garden of Eden as the woman’s Seed, 
the promised Messiah—which was ful- 
filled in the fullness of time through the 
incarnation of the Son of God by the 
virgin birth. Thus it was that grace and 
truth came into the world by Jesus Christ 
(John 1:1); that Jesus could say of 
Himself, “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me” (John 14:6). Jesus Christ, 
in His life, teaching, and work, proved 
Himself to be the embodiment of truth, 
for “all things were created by him, and 
for Him ... that in all things he might 
have the pre-eminence” (Col. 1:16, 18). 

Only blessing can come to those who 
accept the Word of God as truth, as 
Jesus the Christ did when He said of it, 
“Thy word is truth” (John 17:17). The 
far-reaching effect of accepting the 
teachings of Christ is seen in the declara- 
tion that Jesus made, “If ye continue in 
my word, then are ye my disciples in- 
deed; and ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free. ... If 
the Son therefore shall make you free, 
ye shall be free indeed” (John 8:31, 32, 
36). 

As a result of being trained in the 
light of Christian education, pupils and 
students are brought into vital union 
with God by experiencing the new birth, 
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by living a genuine, faithful, true Chris- 
tian life, with the hope of heaven and 
an eternal reward in view. Not a part, 
but the whole Bible should be studied, 
thoroughly and prayerfully, if one aspires 
to know the truth, and to be numbered 
among the true. 


__— IMPORTANT PHASE OF 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION is the study of the 
beautiful. The beautiful, as well as the 
true, has its origin in God, for He alone 
is the author of the true, the beautiful, 
and the good. By the first, God desires 
to appeal to the reason of man; by the 
second, to the imagination; and by the 
third, to the emotions placed within the 
heart of man. Beauty is defined as “an 
assemblage of graces or properties 
pleasing to the eye, the ear, the intellect, 
the aesthetic faculty or moral senses.” 
It consists of “a certain composition of 
color and figure causing delight to the 
beholder.” It also is represented by “a 
multiplicity of symmetrical parts uniting 
in a consistent whole.” 

With these definitions in mind it is not 
difficult to understand the place of 
beauty in Christian education, since all 
these authors agree that the beautiful 
has its origin in the Divine, and that 
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God is the real author of beauty. What 
wonderful beauty is displayed before 
one’s eyes in the unequaled galaxy of 
the heavenly bodies which illuminate 
the earth by night as well as by day! 
A world of beauty opens up before us 
as we behold the towering mountains, 
flowing streams, falling cataracts, bloom- 
ing orchards, spreading plains—beauty 
everywhere, sublime beauty in the 
majestic snow-capped Alps of Switzer- 
land; beauty in Niagara Falls, and in the 
Grand Canyon of America; beauty in 
the lakes of Scotland, and the Causeway 
of Ireland! 

There is also beauty in the animal 
world, beauty in the songs of the birds; 
beauty in the foliage of the trees, in 
the charm of the rose, the lily of the 
valley; beauty in the insect world, in 
the butterfly, the bee’s depositing its 
honey in perfect hexagons of wax, and 
the spider’s constructing its perfect 
bridge of strong film across the empty 
spaces. The universe is one vast object 
of beauty. “He hath made everything 
beautiful in his time” (Eccles. 3:11). 

While it is right and proper for man 
to cultivate the appreciation of the beau- 
tiful, which lovers of art have done in all 
ages and in all lands, yet there are other 
objects of beauty of far more enduring 
value than those connected with nature. 
While the beauties of nature are indeed 
entrancing, what shall one say of the 
beauties of divine revelation as seen in 
the precious Word of God? 

The Bible stands forth not only as a 
pillar of truth, but also as a temple of 
beauty, reared by the prophets and 


apostles, divinely inspired. Only God 
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could be the architect of so wonderful 
a structure as the plan of God presented 
to us in the Bible. Only God, the divine 
Architect, could give to each man his 
appointed work in unfolding the won- 
derful story of redemption. 

No cathedral ever equaled the beauty 
of the Bible. No structure of man ever 
presented such perfect symmetry. No 
landscape ever was so sublime, so 
spacious, so varied with lofty mountains 
and verdant valleys, with throbbing 
brooks and flowing rivers as is the Word 
of God with its lofty conception of the 
Almighty, with its snow-capped revela- 
tions of glory pouring down into the 
valley of humanity’s needs the clear 
crystal rivulet of prophecy announcing 
the coming of the Messiah. With each 
succeeding century, it grows and widens 
in scope until at last it comes down in 
mighty streams and rivers of prophetic 
power, finding its outlet in the incarna- 
tion of Jesus Christ, then losing itself 
in the mighty ocean of His resurrection, 
His ascension, and His second coming 
to earth, and finally covering the earth 
with the knowledge of the Lord as the 
waters cover the sea. 

There is still another expression of 
beauty to which attention should be 
called: the beauty of our _ blessed 
Saviour’s life as He toiled among sinful 
men. No one can conceive of the divine 
beauty of the face of Jesus, for it is 
written that “the glory of God [shines] 
in the face of Jesus Christ” (II Cor. 4:6). 
Angels sang their hallelujahs at His 
birth, and wise men and shepherds fell 
down to worship Him. Children were at- 
tracted to Him, and multitudes listened 





to the gracious words that fell from His 
lips. Ointment was poured upon His 
head, and tears were shed upon His feet. 
In the story of His transfiguration it is 
said of Him that “his face did shine as 
the sun, and his raiment was white as 
the light” (Matt. 17:2). Jesus the true, 
Jesus the beautiful, Jesus the good; 
Jesus, victorious Jesus, triumphed over 
death and the grave forevermore, thus 
bringing “life and immortality to light 
through the gospel” (II Tim. 1:10). 

Socrates’ supreme prayer rightly may 
be prayed by every devout Christian, “I 
pray Thee, O God, that I may be beauti- 
ful within.” However, it is not Socrates 
nor any other philosopher or sage, but 
Jesus the Son of God who can adorn the 
life of a true child of God with every 
virtue and grace which He brought from 
heaven to earth for the sons of men. It 
can be said that the highest art the 
pagan world ever knew was the holiness 
of beauty, whereas the highest art pre- 
sented in the Word of God is the beauty 
of holiness. 

The study of physics and chemistry 
takes into account material changes and 
transmutations that are marvelous, such 
as electricity, magnetism, telegraphy, 
radio, and television, by which light and 
sound can be transmuted. There is, how- 
ever, a more important study than 
chemistry, which deals with material 
changes. There is a spiritual chemistry, 
the new birth, dealing with spiritual 
changes and transformations which are 
evidenced by the Holy Spirit’s bringing 
about the regeneration and sanctification 
of believers, by which old things pass 
away and all things are made new. This 
is the chemistry of divine transformation, 
which brings about a life of sterling 
Christian character radiating from the 
face of every true follower of Jesus 
Christ. 

The true, the beautiful, and the good 
are not entities that subsist by them- 
selves, but these three are attributes and 
the substance of the Divine Being, set- 
ting forth divine perfection. Man, made 
in the image of God, craves to under- 
stand, comprehend, and appropriate in 
his own being that which is true, and 
beautiful, and good. Christian education 
seeks to study the true in philosophy, 
the beautiful in the arts, and the good 
in true and undefiled religion. As the 
true requires the proper functioning of 
the head, the seat of reason, so the beau- 
tiful seeks functioning in the trained use 
of the hand as seen in the arts ané 
handicrafts; and the good, which is the 
highest of all of man’s attainments, ap- 
peals to the emotions of love and hate 
residing in the heart of man. 


A THIRD OBLIGATION OF CHRIS- 
TIAN EDUCATION is the giving of proper 
emphasis to everything that can be 
termed good. This term has the meaning 
“of being adapted to the end designed,” 
as when God declared of His works that 
they were very good. It also refers to 
moral excellence, “virtue benevolent, 
merciful, and gracious”; it also has refer- 
ence to “that which possesses desirable 
qualities; promotes success, welfare, or

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are viewed with distrust by some 

Sunday school workers. They fear 

they may replace the Sunday 
school. Anything which would cause a 
further decline in Sunday school attend- 
ance may well be regarded with sus- 
picion by all Christian workers. But no 
matter how good weekday classes may 
be, Sunday school is needed. Children 
must be taught that the first place on 
the first day of the week belongs to the 
One who said, “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you” 
(Matt. 6:33). 

Instead of being a rival of the Sunday 
school the weekday Bible class should 
be its best ally. Furthermore, it seems 
to be an almost indispensable ally if the 
children are to be brought up “in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord.” 
No matter how excellent the courses 
and how well-trained the teachers, it is 
not possible for a Sunday school to teach 
children all they should know of God’s 
Word in that one brief session on Sunday.

is not so hopeless. But where they do 
not (and alas, how many do not!), it is 
almost impossible for the Sunday school, 
alone and unaided, to build in the chil- 
dren strong Christian character. The 
average child hears so much more of 
movies and funnies and sports in his 
daily environment than he does of 
God’s Word and Christian principles, 
that the weekday Bible class has a tre- 
mendously important place to fill. 

The weekday Bible class should be a 
means of bringing new pupils into the 
Sunday school. If children not at present 
attending any Sunday school can be in- 
duced to attend a weekday Bible class, 
they may there accept Christ. Then if 
they are properly taught they will wish 
to go to Sunday school. The weekday 
Bible class can be an opening wedge into 
the child’s heart and home. 

It is easier to procure children in the 
first instance for the weekday class than 
for the Sunday school. Instead of mak- 
ing the family rise earlier on Sunday 
morning or delay their plans for the 
day’s pleasure, they only need to allow 
the children to come home an hour later 
one day a week. In many cases the par- 
ents are delighted to have a place where 
they know the children will be safe after 
school. 


Denominational differences can be en- 
tirely eliminated in the weekday classes. 
The parents can be made to feel that 
this is something for every child in the 
school. 

It is our aim to have every child in the 
community in some Sunday school, and 
all those of school age in a weekday 
class as well. This class meets after school 
one day each week during the school 
year. We find the two agencies work 
together very harmoniously.

on DURING THE FIRST 
WEEK OF SCHOOL each first grader is given 
a note to take home, similar to the 
following: : 
“Dear Parents: 

“The Bible is the greatest piece of 
literature in the English language. Its 
sound principles of conduct and its 
classic language form an invaluable 
part of a child’s education. Parents 
and teachers realize that the amount 
of time children spend in Sunday 
school is not sufficient to give them 
an adequate knowledge of the Bible. 
For this reason an increasing number 
of cities are sponsoring weekday Bible 
classes. 

“Such a weekly class was started in 
our town several years ago. Having 
outgrown the various homes in which 
it was held, it meets now in the ............ 
church. The first and second grade 
children go to the church as soon as 
they are dismissed from school. They 
are brought back to school in time to 
catch their busses. Children from the 
third grade and above come an hour 
later, when they are dismissed from 
school. 

“In these classes emphasis is placed 
on learning the words of the Bible 
itself. Nothing is taught which would 
not meet with the approval of all 
Christian groups. 


“This class opens neXt ............ after- 
noon and meets every ............. of the 
school year. The following persons 
will be the instructors: ............. Your 


child is cordially invited. If you would 
like him to attend, please sign this 
note and return it to his teacher. 
“Thank you! 
“Secretary” 

Nine-tenths of the children are given 
permission to attend. This seems to 
indicate that as a rule parents are more 
indifferent than antagonistic. 

The school authorities gladly give per- 
mission for all first and second grade 
children (whose parents desire it) to 
leave the school grounds during this 
after-school period for Bible instruction. 
The Bible class teachers call at the school 
for the small children, and after the class 
is over return them to the school grounds 
in time to catch the school busses. True, 
the classes for the first and second 
graders are only forty-five to fifty min- 
utes long, but it is surprising how much 
may be accomplished in that time. Fur- 
thermore, having a class between Sun- 
days helps to keep the things of the 
Lord fresh in their minds. 

The percentage of children attending 
the classes from the first and second 
grades is very high. No doubt this is 
because they have a means by which to 
get home afterward. Many are bored wait- 
ing on the school grounds for the bus.

N a trip to the West Coast, which 

I made one summer during my 

seminary days, the greatest dif- 

ficulty my companion and I faced 
was the crossroads. We had not care- 
fully plotted our journey and were not 
sure what roads were best. Which of the 
two should we take? They might both 
look equally good at the beginning, and 
both go in the general direction of our 
goal. Which one would take us with the 
least delay to our destination? At times 
we were taken miles out of our course 
by a wrong choice. 

Men are today standing at the cross- 
roads of ways they have never traveled 
before. We must constantly make deci- 
sions—decisions between good and bad, 
or between good and better. The Chris- 
tian in this critical position must make 
up his mind between loyalties. In Ger- 
many the Christians must decide be- 
tween the State and Jesus Christ; in 
Korea it is the shrine or Jesus; in Amer-

Many men 
as they face the forces of the world 
would like to mark time, make no deci- 
sion and thus avoid conflict. ; 

We are reminded of the days referred 
to in I Kings. Ahab had been a weak 
and wicked king, serving his own desires 
instead of seeking the good of his king- 
dom. He took as his wife, Jezebel, a fol- 
lower of the god Baal, who used her 
position to try to slay the prophets of 
Jehovah. Obadiah, who was the governor 
of Ahab’s house, feared God and desired 
to save the prophets; but not daring to 
make an open break with the king and 
queen, he hid a hundred prophets in a 
cave and fed them.

HE CHURCH HAS BEEN MARK- 
ING TIME; men and women of our day 
have been marking time. We have not 
courageously advanced as our Lord has 
bidden.

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Thirty Years

UNE brings the thirtieth anniversary 

of the pastorate of Dr. William Mc- 

Carrell at the Cicero Bible Church, 

Cicero, Ill. The story of the church 
and its effective ministry and world- 
wide influence for Christ’s cause has been 
told in the tract, The Church That Did 
Not Close. Centering around that in- 
spiring record is the equally inspiring 
story of how God used a man—wWilliam 
McCarrell—through whom to build a re- 
markable work and testimony to the 
miraculous power of God’s grace through 
Christ to influence and change men’s 
lives. 


Ds. McCarRRELL WAS BORN ON 
THE WEST SIDE OF CHICAGO, a few blocks 
from where the Chicago fire had its 
origin. From the time of his conversion, 
at the age of eighteen, he took a very 
active part in Sunday school and Chris- 
tian Endeavor work, and in 1910 entered 
the Moody Bible Institute for Christian 
training, from which he was graduated 
in 1912. 

In 1913, a little church in suburban 
Chicago, known as the Morton Park Con- 
gregational Church, had all but decided 
to close its doors. For the sake of main- 
taining the small Sunday school, two 
deacons prevailed upon the board to keep 
the building open, and on the first Sun- 
day in June, 1913, Mr. McCarrell was 
invited to supply the pulpit. He had an 
audience of twenty-five in the morning, 
including a number of children, and 
fifteen in the evening. He was asked to 
return. For three months he continued 
in this small church, receiving five dol- 
lars a week for his services. Then for 
the next three months he received ten 
dollars a week, and at the end of this 
time he was called as permanent pastor 
at a salary of seventy-five dollars a 
month. 

That was thirty years ago, and today 
the extent and effectiveness of Dr. Mc- 
Carrell’s ministry is a stirring testimony 
to what God has wrought in and through 
the Cicero Bible Church. There is a 
church membership of 1,025, a Sunday 
school enrollment of 800, with 51 ad- 
ditional in the Cradle Roll, and 250 in 
the Home Department. The average at- 
tendance during the past year has been 
more than 600. Prayer meeting attend- 
ance reaches 150 or more. Hardly a week 
passes without some special rally, mis- 
sionary event, Bible conference, or evan- 
gelistic campaign. Ten branch works are 
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maintained, six of which have full-time 
pastors. The church promotes many other 
missionary activities, aiding annually no 
less than 150 lines of missionary work 
at home and abroad. It supports 24 of its 
members in foreign fields, and 5 in home 
fields. More than 200 present or former 
members of the church or of its Fisher- 
men’s Club have entered full-time Chris- 
tian service. 


Doin HIS LAST YEAR AT THE 
Moopy BIBLE Institute, Dr. McCarrell felt 
he was being led toward the foreign field, 
but God directed otherwise. However. 
since he has been saved, there has never 
been a time when he was not mindful 
of God’s command, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” The giving of his time, money 
and effort to missionary enterprises has 
been his answer to this command. 

Dr. McCarrell has been a faithful 
shepherd of his flock and has led the 
church into a ministry of evangelism, 
tract work, Bible classes, open-air work, 
fundamental conferences, and the send- 
ing forth of many workers into other 
fields. The tract work has developed ex- 
tensively. For more than thirteen years 
the church has maintained a daily radio 
service, while the pastor’s radio ministry 
over other stations has _ extended 
throughout and beyond this country. 

Dr. McCarrell is recognized as a leader 
and authority on missions, and is at the 
present time a member of ten or more 
mission boards; a director of the Great 
Commission Prayer League and of Faith 
Theological Seminary; a trustee of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan University; a trus- 
tee and member of the Executive Board 
of Wheaton College. He also serves as a 
special instructor on the faculty of the 
Moody Bible Institute. 

Many thousands have been helped dur- 
ing the past sixteen years through his 
writings on the International Sunday 
School Lessons published by the Union 
Gospel Press. These writings constitute 
a weekly ministry of a wider than na- 
tional aspect. 

The ministry of Bible teaching in Dr. 
McCarrell’s life has been decidedly out- 
standing, both in the number of years 
he has given to this work, and in the 
thousands of people who have been 
reached through his various classes. For

ten consecutive years he taught a Friday 
night Bible class in the Cicero Church, 
and many of those who have gone into 
full-time service look back on_ this 
teaching as the basis for their spiritual 
growth. He taught classes for two years 
each in Cleveland, Ohio, and Milwaukee, 
Wis.; one year in South Bend, Ind.; 
three years in Austin, Chicago; five years 
in Aurora, Ill.; five years in LaGrange, 
Til., and six years in Glen Ellyn, Ill. A 
class in Grand Rapids, Mich., which he 
taught for ten years, was for a number 
of years advertised as the largest week- 
night Bible class in the world. One of 
the first classes that Dr. McCarrell 
taught was that in Racine, Wis., where 
he labored for nine years. Out of this 
class the work of the Union Gospel 
Tabernacle was established. He is at pres- 
ent teaching a weekly Bible class in 
Elgin, Ill., which has been convening 
for six years. 

In fundamental ranks, Dr. McCarrell 
has always been an outstanding figure 
because of his stand for the funda- 
mentals of the faith. In 1921, the church 
began to assume an important place un- 
der his leadership in the Christian 
fundamental movements in Illinois. The 
present organization of Independent 
Fundamental Churches of America was 
launched in his office in 1930, and is the 
outgrowth of fundamental work in the 
Central West. This fellowship now has 
about nine hundred members, and the 
benefit received by the membership 
through the spiritual advice and guidance 
of Dr. McCarrell is having effect upon 
thousands of people today.

THE TITLE DEED 

We read in Hebrews 11:1, “Faith is the 
substance of things hoped for.” “Sub- 
stance” is the translation of irdécracs 
(hypostasis), which is made up of 76 
meaning “under,” and ordaos meaning 
“to place.” The word means literally, “a 
setting or placing under; thing put un- 
der, foundation.” The word had a tech- 
nical meaning in the business world. It 
referred to one’s property. It was used 
in such expressions as, “Out of this estate 
I declare that my husband owes me,” or, 
“more land than I actually possess.” It 
was used to refer to “the whole body of 
documents bearing upon the ownership 
of a person’s property, deposited in the 
archives, and forming the evidence of 
ownership.” 

Moulton and Milligan in their Vocabu- 
lary of the Greek Testament, which is 
based upon the papyri, say of these uses, 
“These varied uses are at first sight 
somewhat perplexing, but in all the cases 
there is the same central idea of some- 
thing that underlies visible conditions 
and guarantees a future possession.” 
Thus, they translate, “Faith is the title 
deed of things hoped for.” 

To substantiate this usage, there is the 
story of Dionysia. She was a woman of 
set jaw and grim determination. She 
had lost a case in a local court over a 
piece of land to which she laid claim. 
Not satisfied with the decision of the 
lower court, she took her case to a higher 
court in Alexandria, sending her slave to 
that city with the legal documents safely 
encased in a stone box. On the way, the 
slave lost his life in a fire which de- 
stroyed the inn where he had put up for 
the night. For two thousand years the 
sands of Egypt covered the ruins of the 
inn, the charred bones of the slave, and 
the stone box containing the documents. 
Archaeologists recently uncovered these 
remains. They read the note written in 
Koine Greek which this woman had sent 
to the judge, “In order that my lord the 
judge may know that my appeal is just, 
Iattach my hypostasis.” The hypostasis 
attached to her note was the title deeds 
of the property to which she had claim. 

What a flood of light is thrown upon 
the teaching regarding faith exercised in 
prayer. A Holy Spirit-inspired act of 
faith is the title deed which God gives 
us, guaranteeing to us the possession of 
the things asked for. They may still be 
in His hands, awaiting the proper time 
for their delivery, but they are ours. If 
the answers to our prayers are not forth- 
coming at once, let us rest content with 
the title deed which God has given us. 
We may be absolutely certain that our 
God will honor it at the right moment.

; Y wandering thoughts carry me 

back to the 443 Protestant 
churches represented by the men of our 
regiment. Are these churches zealous in 
propagating the gospel through these 
representatives in uniform? A lasting 
influence; an advancing and upbuilding 
of the kingdom; a repentant, reconciled, 
regenerated harvest of soldiers, sailors, 
and marines could be reaped through 
these witnessing emissaries of Christ. A 
church satisfied with little vision, pid- 
dling programs, and tiny triumphs can 
never empower and fire its membership 
in uniform. But a church continually, 
zealously seeking knowledge and in- 
formation of its soldiers’ present prob- 
lems and spiritual status will blast forth 
in conquering victories. 

Our pastors, Sunday school teachers, 
parents, and friends ought to be or- 
ganized to correspond systematically, 
telling of activities, new programs, new 
members, etc. Our churches should give 
private and public recognition to all 
servicemen of the community. The bul- 
letin, state paper, and devotional maga- 
zine ought to be forwarded. The church 
envelope will develop the grace of giv- 
ing in his Christian growth and en- 
courage him to continue regular con- 
tributions to the church budget when 
he again takes his place in the pew. 

Pastors and friends near the camp 
should be contacted by the home church; 
they will act as a link between the sol- 
dier and his home church. Invitations 
to dinner and introductions to the right 
kind of young women are valuable. Our 
men will seek companionship. What is 
better than a nominal Christian soldier 
meeting one of our fine zealous Christian 
girls? In brief, the soldier should be 
made to feel he is going back to his 
church as well as to his home.

We have sent out 1,208 letters to the 
parents of the men in our regiment, 
suggesting that they encourage their son 
to maintain the ideals of his religion 
and to worship regularly. Out of this 
number, 118 were answered; 62 from 
Catholic parents, 7 from ‘Jewish, 12 
from undeclared, and 37 from Protestant 
parents. This indicates that our Prot- 
estant parents ought to take more in- 
terest in the religious welfare of their 
sons. 

Our Christian soldiers, sailors, and 
marines will be found on six continents. 
The unequaled open-door opportunity of 
conquering for Christ through these 
witnessing servicemen is immediate. I 
wonder if our churches will lay hold of 
the membership; praying, suggesting, 
encouraging, enabling them to witness 
to the cleansing, conquering message of 
God’s ilove .. 

My heart has been heavy for the lack 
of encouragement from our local 
churches to their members now in the 
service. Perhaps you can lay this golden 
opportunity before our churches.

in our minds; consequently we believe 
nothing, do nothing, and become nothing. 

Men of vacillating and uncertain be- 
lief have never become a spiritual power. 
The man of uncertain faith has as little 
chance of winning the race of life as one 
of halting steps has in winning the 
hundred-yard dash. The preacher who 
isn’t sure about the Bible, about Jesus 
Christ, about sin and forgiveness, can 
never change a life. The Christian who 
isn’t certain of these great truths can. 
never wage a successful warfare against 
sin. Moody and Sunday were sure. They 
were often called dogmatic, but no one 
doubted their sincerity or their faith. 
They were great powers. A successful in- 
ventor must be sure of his invention. A 
successful salesman must be “sold” on 
his product. A successful Christian must 
be certain of his Lord. 

Make up your mind, put your whole 
might into a great cause, and above all be 
sure your cause is the right one. We 
have a sure guide that points out the 
road for us—the Bible. We need have 
no doubt about the truth—what is right 
and what is wrong. The Bible speaks 
in plain language. It shows the Saviour 
in His matchless beauty and points the 
way to Him with unmistakable clarity.

The Church has 
been filled with those who would make 
of the world “a heaven and hell amalga- 
mation society.” We must now choose 
and serve Christ while there is yet free- 
dom to do so, or we may be compelled to 
make our choice in the throes of spiritual 
persecution. “How long halt ye between 
two opinions?” 


ies MORE PREVALENT AND 
MORE DANGEROUS than refusing to decide 
is the attitude of the man who knows 
the way and yet fails to follow it. Many 
are intellectually convinced of their need 
of Jesus Christ and of the superiority of 
His way, but neglect to do anything 
about it. 

Men constantly delay accepting Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour. Paul was brought 
before Felix, governor of Judea, to be 
examined on the charge of profaning 
the temple of the Jews. The governor 
was sympathetic to Paul and listened to 
him “as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come” 
(Acts 24:25). Evidently he was convinced 
of his own shortcomings and of the 
claim Jesus had on his life, for we read 
that “Felix trembled, and answered, Go 
thy way for this time; when I have a 
convenient season, I will call for thee.” 
It does not appear that the convenient 
season ever came. It seldom does come. 
There is never any time more convenient

THE RE-EVANGELIZATION OF 
ENGLAND 

SHORT time ago, the Archbishop of 
A Canterbury declared that “there is 
a call for a new enterprise in the re- 
evangelization of 
England.” You 
will be glad to 
know that many 
Christian leaders 
are responding to 
that call. Last De- 
cember about 150 
of the keenest 
evangelical minis- 
ters and laymen 
of Great Britain 
gathered in Lon- 
don for prayer 
and conference in 
regard to the ur- 
gent spiritual need 
of our land, and the best method of 
meeting it. 

The conference had no difficulty in 
reaching certain basic conclusions. First, 
it was agreed that revival in the Church 
is a prerequisite for a national awaken- 
ing. Secondly, 
that although re- 
vival is a sover- 
eign act of God, 
and cannot be 
produced merely 
by human fervor, 
yet the quickening 
of the multitudes 
should not be re- 
garded as if it 
were a matter of 
divine caprice. 
Revivals are gov- 
erned by spiritual 
laws. Christians 
who are burdened 
for the lost will desire to become workers 
together with God. Sinners are brought 
to repentance and faith as a result of 
prayer and testimony, and _ sacrificial 
service. Thirdly, it was felt that wide- 
spread ignorance of the Bible, coupled 
with a growing spirit of inquiry, called 
for evangelism laying emphasis on the 
great foundation truths. 

Steps were at once taken to launch a 
nation-wide campaign, for as one speaker 
explained, “The task is urgent. We can- 
not wait for wars to cease. Our message 
is one essentially for war time, when 
crises come upon us, and men’s hearts 
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fail them for fear . . . At the close of 
the war European countries will wait to 
be evangelized. Russia may lift up her 
hands to God; the Jews may cry, ‘Who 
will show us any good?’ The business of 
missionary enterprise may again be 
ours.” 

A national council of action was 
elected, with Frederick P. Wood, director 
of the National Young Life Campaign, 
as chairman, and Dr. Frederick T. Ellis 
as national secretary. Since then, the 
movement, under the title, “The Faith 
for the Times Campaign,” has made most 
encouraging progress. A panel of cam- 
paign leaders is being formed of men 
gifted in soul-winning, and aggressive 
evangelistic efforts are being promoted 
in many of our big cities, including sev- 
eral which have suffered severely from 
air raids. 

A conference of ministers in South 
Wales recommended that in each of 
twenty centers, one month should be 
devoted to united evangelism. Altogether, 
the outlook is better than we dared to 
hope, and furnishes proof that trials 
and afflictions often turn out for the 
furtherance of the gospel. Next year, it 
is hoped to arrange an “All-round-Lon- 
don” Campaign. 

Supporters of the campaign will value 
the prayer interest of our American 
friends. Further particulars will be 
given as the work develops.

DORO REOCCUPIED 
OLLOWING the bombing of Doro 
(in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan) when 

our doctor, Robert Grieve, and his wife 
were killed by an Italian airman, the 
station had to be closed for nine months. 
When permission was granted for the 
reoccupation, I planned to go in immedi- 
ately, but the devil seemed to prevail, 
and I just about gave up hope of enter- 
ing until after the rains, when God 
manifested His power by stopping the 
rains for two weeks. The roads dried up 
and the truck was able to arrive right at 
Doro station, so I was privileged to re- 
open the work there, although entirely 
alone. 

You will be happy to know that the 
natives showed a different attitude alto- 
gether. Now they knew that we had 
really come to them with love and the 
message of salvation. They began asking 
questions about the white man’s God, 
realizing that He was different from their 
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gods, who were always angry with them 
and trying constantly to destroy them 
and their property. It seems difficult for 
them to grasp that the Big Spirit who 
lives in the heavens really loves them 
and even gave His Son to die for them. 
Large numbers began to come for medi- 
cine and that gave further opportunity 
to tell them more about Jesus. 

Recently I took a ten-day trip to some 
of the distant villages of the tribe, 
preaching to many for the first time the 
unsearchable riches of Christ. The peo- 
ple responded much better than I had ex- 
pected. At one place I told the story of 
Christ and His salvation to a group of 
noisy natives at dusk. The next morn- 
ing I started out for some villages farther 
south, when someone called to me asking 
if he might go along. I replied, “Yes.” 
He said, “I heard you tell last night about 
the Son of the great God who shed His 
blood for our sins; I want to hear it 
again, and will take you to all the villages 
near here so they can hear that good 
news too.”—C. K. Cglesby, Sudan In- 
terior Mission. 





FARTHEST SOUTH 

William M. Strong, director of the 
Chilean Soldiers and Gospel Mission 
writes: : 

“Recently, my wife and I accompanied 
by our son started on an exploration trip 
we had long wanted to take among the 
Chiloe Islands in the extreme south. 
There are about forty thousand of these 
islands, but only a few are inhabited. As 
the little steamer ploughed its way be- 
tween these shores, we saw one of the 
greatest missionary opportunities in all 
Chile. A little weather-beaten house 
would appear every two or three hundred 
yards on both sides of the channel, on 
little farms of fifteen acres or so. These 
spread like a checkerboard to the depth 
of about ten miles on the great island of 
Chiloe for its entire length of one hun- 
dred miles. The smaller inhabited islands 
are completely covered by these little 
farms and are practically untouched by 
the gospel. 

“We stopped between steamers on one 
of these islands which, although only 
twenty-one by nine miles, has more than 
fifteen thousand people. How you would 
have enjoyed these two days with us as 
we walked many miles over the country 
roads, distributing tracts and selling 
Gospels! What a friendly, simple-hearted 
people we found, who gladly accepted our 
tracts and surrounded us as we explained 
the gospel, many buying portions of the 
Word. 

“One little old woman searched the 
depths of her skirt for a coin, and then 
walked a long way with us. She was 
soon joined by a neighbor of hers, a fat 
little woman riding a fat little pony. The

older woman showed her the book she 
had just bought, and immediately our 
new friend wanted one too. These two 
now became our heralds, recommending 
the book to every one they met, and of 
course they knew everybody. They would 
call to people working in the fields, who 
presently would form a small fence con- 
gregation, and most of them would buy 
a Gospel at the end of our short explana- 
tion. On leaving us one of these women 
said with much emphasis: ‘When some 
day you visit me, you will find the same 
friendliness there that I have shown you 
on the road.’ 

“On the Island of Quinchao we had 
three days on horseback. Some paid for 
their Gospels with green apples, and 
some with onions. Meeting the people 
along the roads, they would run to the 
house to get the money, and then come 
back to tell us of other places where we 
might find interest. It was so easy to 
contact the folks. One woman asked 
why we didn’t stay there and teach them. 
How could they follow this religion with- 
out a church to go to, with one of us in 
Santiago and the other in Temuco? 

“At some places word had gone on 
ahead of us, and we would find several 
ready to pay for the Gospels. Finding a 
victrola in the little hamlet, which has 
the same name as the island, we had a 
fine meeting, playing the records and 
telling them in our stammering way the 
wondrous story of Jesus and His love. 
The people listened well. What a thrill 
to be ambassadors for Christ!” 





FOR THE FIRST TIME 

There are some fifty thousand people 
in this district without the gospel of 
Christ, and how anxious we are to be 
among them to tell the story of Jesus. 
The town of Omu, where the station will 
be located, has a population of five thou- 
sand, and scattered in large and small 
villages in a radius of twelve miles are 
the remaining thousands. We hope to 
touch them first with a hospital and 
medical work, and with a work among 
the lepers. The leper work will be on a 
site about two and a half miles from 
town. It is a beautiful place, partly on 
a hill and partly in the valley through 
which a small stream flows, watering the 
palms and tropical plants along its banks. 
Just at the edge of the village we will 
build the hospital, dispensary, church 
and school, and a house for ourselves. 

Several weeks ago, when we were at 
Omu checking over the location of the 
site, we saw a leper who had just come 
into the town. He was a young man, 
pleasant of face, but his body was badly 
affected by the disease. His feet were 
mutilated by the leprosy, so much so 
that he could not walk. He had crawled 
several miles from his little village back 
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in the bush. His hands and knees were 
raw. He had come into town hoping to 
get help, but none of the natives would 
help him, not even give him a place to 
sleep nor food to eat. 

After talking with him for a while, we 
gave him money for food, and stopped 
all the trucks that came through, trying 
to get the drivers to take the leper to 
the nearest leper settlement, but none of 
the drivers would take him, for if they 
took him on the truck no other passen- 
gers would ride with them. All we could 
do was leave him by the side of the road, 
hoping some of the drivers would take 
pity on him and eventually take him 
where he could get help. Two days ago 
we were through Omu again, and there 
he still sat by the side of the road. It is 
just such cases as this which make us 
anxious to get the new work opened. As 
we are able to help such as these, as we 
show them the love of Christ manifested 
in a practical way, we will be able to 
win them for Him—R. V. Herbold, 
Sudan Interior Mission. 





THE FIGHT WAXES WARM 

Writing from a raw field in Colombia, 
Belva Smith relates further experiences 
in making Christ known to blinded 
Romanists: 

“Because we became branded as for- 
eign gringas by defamatory preaching on 
the part of the local Roman priests, we 
felt it would be beneficial to have a 
Colombian worker, since he would be less 
conspicuous in making new contacts. 
From May to August, Don Pedro Estevez 
came during his vacation from Bible In- 
stitute and visited every home in town 
with gospel literature. Afterward, he 
took us to each family that had received 
him well and we followed up those con- 
tacts after Don Pedro had left. 

“July and August witnessed the begin- 
ning of a sharp increase in persecution. 
The fanatical Catholics reported Don 
Pedro’s visits to the priest, who became 
enraged that Piedecuesta’s population 
was being systematically reached with 
‘soul-condemning Protestant literature,’ 
and sent orders to the woman who al- 
lowed Don Pedro to stay in her boarding 
house that she should eject him at once 
(which orders she ignored), and practi- 
cally filled every copy of the Catholic 
weekly paper with articles against us. 
Owners of houses occupied by gospel 
sympathizers received letters from the 
priest, ordering them to evict these 
tenants. Also, in connection with the 
erection of the monument of the Virgin 
Mary on a mountain peak overlooking 
the town, our people were severely criti- 
cized for not carrying up bricks for the 
construction and because they attended 
meetings of the Protestants who will not 
worship the virgin. 

“It must be remembered that in the 
United States Christians are inspired 
and strengthened by big rallies, numer- 
ous gospel radio programs, summer Bible 
conferences, etc. Here, the interested 
ones see only a small group. They are 
insulted by neighbors as they enter the 
meetings, threatened with ejection by 
landlords, shunned by friends, repri- 
manded by their families, and in danger

CUCKOO THEOLOGY 


AM told the cuckoo is a very clever 
bird. When mamma has a few eggs to 
be hatched, she finds some other kind of 
bird with a nest, secretly places her eggs

in the nest and goes her way. The sad 
thing is that birds have not the intelli- 
gence to count, and so in the process of 
time she finds strange little cuckoos at 
the hatching. 

This is a parable of Modernism in our 
denominational life. The liberal the- 
ologians have deposited their “cuckoo” 
teachings in our seminaries and churches 
and our orthodox money and influence 
have taken care of hatching the young. 
If only the modernists would start their 
own work and support it with their own 
money it would not be so bad, but the 
“cuckoo” has found a less expensive way 
of hatching the young. 

Walter Lippmann in his book entitled, 
Preface to Morals, writes: “Nine out of 
ten dollars which go through denomina- 
tional work for universities, colleges, 
seminaries, and hospitals were given by 
fundamentalists and used by modernists. 
It took hundreds of years to construct 
these enterprises. It took only a quarter 
of a century for the liberal bandits to 
capture them.” 

Just give the “cuckoo” theologians 
three words, “allegorical—poetical—sym- 
bolical,” and they can and have sucked 
the meaning out of every vital doctrine 
and every true meaning of the Bible. 
This they have done until some of our 
seminaries have produced something

worse than birds. I am told there is a 
certain species of tree that can produce 
nuts in seven years. We know of some 
Bible-denying seminaries that can pro- 
duce them in three years! 

We once heard of a man who paid a 
dollar for a set of Ingersoll’s lectures, and 
stood up and said to his family, “There 
goes your God.” Some years afterward, 
we heard of a “cuckoo” theological stu- 
dent who stood up before his ordina- 
tion committee and said, “I do not wor- 
ship the God of the Old Testament.” 
What this theological student paid sev- 
eral thousand dollars and three years of 
hard work to get, could be had for a dol- 
lar and one day’s effort. 

Perhaps it is futile to try and get rid 
of-the “cuckoo.” I think so, for it is here 
to stay. Our Lord said something about 
“letting both grow together until the 
harvest,” but if we cannot exterminate 
the birds, we can refuse to hatch the 
eggs.—The Baptist Bulletin.

THE CHURCH SPEAKS 
The Council of Fourteen of the General 
Association of Regular Baptists, North, 
at its Mid-Winter Council meeting in 
Bay City, Mich., unanimously passed the 
following resolutions: 


Concerning the Victory Tax 

Resolved, one, that the General Asso- 
ciation of Regular Baptist Churches, 
North, is solidly back of the government’s 
prosecution of the war. 

Two, that the ministers and employees 
of churches count it a privilege and re- 
sponsibility to assist the government by 
the payment of the 5 per cent victory tax. 

Three, that as Baptists, whose fore- 
fathers valiantly stood for the separation 
of Church and State, we hereby protest 
the method of the collection of this tax, 
and we request the government to permit 
pastors and employees of the churches 
to pay this tax in person rather than to 
make the church the collecting agency 
of the government, which is a violation 
of our own historic Baptist principles and 
our own government’s guarantee of re- 
ligious liberty. 


On Religious Liberty 

Whereas, the Roman Catholic hierar- 
chy of the United States recently issued 
a pronouncement which, while purport- 
ing to avow sympathy with Allied Na- 
tions’ objectives in the present war, 
stoutly contended that South America is 
Roman Catholic territory, 

Be it resolved, that the Council of 
Fourteen of the General Association of 
Regular Baptist Churches, North, pro- 
test to our state department in Washing- 
ton this action as a hypocritical con- 
tradiction of the four freedoms for which 
Allied Nations are fighting, including re- 
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ligious freedom everywhere.—Bulletin.

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YOUR PROBLEM MAY BE AN 
ANSWER TO YOUR PRAYER 

Much that perplexes us in our Chris- 
tian experience is but the answer to our 
prayers. We pray for patience, and our 
Father sends those who tax us to the ut- 
most; for “tribulation worketh patience.” 

We pray for submission, and God sends 
sufferings; for “we learn obedience by the 
things we suffer.” : 

We pray for unselfishness, and God 
gives us opportunities to sacrifice our- 
selves by thinking on the things of others, 
and by laying down our lives for the 
brethren. 

We pray for strength and humility, and 
some messenger of Satan torments us 
until we lie in the dust crying for its re- 
moval. 

We pray, “Lord, increase our faith” and 
money takes wings; or the children are 
alarmingly ill; or a servant comes who is 
careless, extravagant, untidy or slow, or 
some hitherto unknown trial calls for an 
increase of faith along a line where we 
have not needed to exercise much faith 
before. 

We pray for the Lamb-life, and are 
given a portion of lowly service, or we 
are injured and must seek no redress; 
for “he was led as a lamb to the slaughter 
and... opened not his mouth.” 

We pray for gentleness, and there 
comes a perfect storm of temptation to 
harshness and irritability. We pray for 
quietness, and every nerve is strung to 
the utmost tension, so that looking to 
Him we may learn that when He giveth 
quietness, no one can make trouble. 

We pray for love, and God sends pecul- 
iar suffering and puts us with apparently 
unlovely people, and lets them say things 
which rasp the nerves and lacerate the 
heart; for love suffereth long and is kind, 
love is not impolite, love is not provoked. 
Love beareth all things, believeth, hopeth 
and endureth, love never faileth. We 
pray for likeness to Jesus, and the answer 
is, “I have chosen thee in the furnace of 
affliction.” “Can thine heart endure, or 
can thine hands be strong?” “Are ye 
able?” 

The way to peace and victory is to ac- 
cept every circumstance, every trial, 
straight from the hand of a loving 
Father; and to live up in the heavenly 
places, above the clouds, in the very pres- 
ence of the throne, and to look down 
from the glory upon our environment as 
lovingly and divinely appointed.—Se- 
lected.

than now. The man who insists on wait- 
ing is like the peasant who was found 
sitting by the side of a swift river. He 
was waiting for all the water to run by 
so that he could cross more easily. 

“Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
found, call ye upon him while he is near” 
(Isa. 55:6). It is easier now to come to 
Christ than it will ever be again. Each 
day gone by makes the decision harder. 
The writer of Ecclesiastes discerned this 
wisdom as he wrote: “Remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth” (12:1). 

A young man once heard the call of 
Jesus Christ, “Son, give me thy heart.” 
Satan whispered in return, “There is yet 
plenty of time. Wait!” Ten years later 
a brilliant collegian heard the same call. 
Again Satan slyly whispered, “You are 
busy. There is plenty of time.” Twenty 
years later, a successful salesman heard 
the call, “Surrender to Me and become 
a Gideon as you travel on your work.” 
Satan persistently tempted, “Visit for- 
eign countries; see the world before you 
are tied down.” A traveler in Paris, dying 
of cholera, was heard to mutter from his 
bed, “Too late, TOO LATE.”

There are hundreds of noble impulses 
that spring up tentatively in the heart 
like tender buds waiting to be nurtured 
or to wither in the heat of the day’s ac- 
tivities. Obey that noble impulse. Each 
impulse is a step in the formation of a 
life; either a life of procrastination or 
of useful service. 

Benjamin Franklin was a genius. The 
multitude of his interests and activities 
is astounding. He was a good printer. a 
writer, a scientist, an inventor, and a 
public servant. He invented a _ stove 
which bore his name, discovered the na- 
ture of lightning, founded the Saturday 
Evening Post, produced the nation’s most 
famous almanac—Poor Richard’s Al- 
manac—and was the leader in founding 
a library association in Philadelphia. 
How could one man do so much? How 
could he think of so many things at one 
time? Whenever he saw something to be 
done he did it without delay. He would 
sit up late at night to finish a job he 
had started. That is an example for 
Christian service. While we are making 
up our mind to do some work for the 
Lord, we could have the task completed.

day to confess your sins and consecrate 
yourself to Jesus again. Do not even 
wait till Sunday. Do it now. We do not 
need a favorable phase of the moon—any 
day is the Lord’s. “For he saith, I have 
heard thee in a time accepted, and in the 
day of salvation have I succored thee:

One of the successful organizations 
begun by Dr. McCarrell was the Cicero 
Fishermen’s Club, a group of men band- 
ed together for soul-winning work. For 
twenty years its membership has aver- 
aged seventy-five. These men are zeal- 
ous in many forms of evangelism— 
letter writing, visitation, hospital work, 
public services, and tract distribution. 
Every week groups of evangelistic work- 
ers go out to other churches, young peo- 
ple’s societies, prisons, and missions. Ac- 
cording to the report from the Fisher- 
men’s Club, these are some of the results 
of its ministry during the twenty years 
of its existence: meetings conducted, 
70,459; personal calls made, 100,062; 
Scripture portions and tracts distributed, 
10,779,441; persons spoken to about 
Christ, 384,064; professing conversion, 
69,776. Its activities extended into 176 
cities, in 16 states, and in 7 foreign 
countries last year. 

Despite this busy life, Dr. McCarrell 
and his wife enjoy the happiest of home 
life with their family of three daughters 
and six sons, two of whom are serving 
in the armed forces of our country. 


This story, above all else, shows what 
God has been able to accomplish through 
one who is dedicated to His service.

CONFESSING CHRIST 
W.N., Farragut, Idaho 


Question: As a believing and re- 
joicing Christian, how can I confess 
Christ, and how can I remove my fear 
of confessing Him? 


Answer: You evidently understand 
that by “confessing Christ” is meant 
witnessing to others concerning your 
own experience of Him and all that He 
means to you. This serves the double 
purpose of encouraging and strengthen- 
ing those who do believe in Him, and re- 
vealing to those who do not, their need 
of Him as Saviour. There is no doubt that 
this is what is meant by confessing Christ 
with the mouth in Romans 10:9, 10, 
when compared with many other scrip- 
tures, especially in the book of Acts. It 
means to speak for Him with our lips at 
every opportunity that presents itself, 
not only in public worship, but by the 
wayside and in the ordinary occupations 
and contacts of life. David said, “My 
mouth shall tell out thy righteousness, 
and thy salvation all the day long” 
(Ps. 71:15 free trans.). The very nature 
of the gospel and the need of man im- 
plies all this, and it is difficult to see 
how a genuine and joyful experience can 
endure without thus expressing itself. 
As for the fear of confessing Him, we 
must remember that the Lord Jesus 
promised the Holy Spirit to all who 
believe in Him to help them to be wit- 
nesses (John 14:26; 15:26, 27; 16:7-10; 
Luke 24:48, 49). The apostles themselves 
were thus transformed from craven 
cowards to bold witnesses (Acts 4:13, 31). 
To be afraid to witness is to fear man 
more than God (Ps. 56:4); it means to 
be ashamed of Christ. Pray for boldness 
(Acts 4:29-31); put away fear (I John 
4:18); then go right out to confess Him 
to someone (Ps. 119:46).

SUBJECT TO POWERS THAT BE 
L.J., Michigan City, Ind. 


Question: How would Romans 13:1- 
7 apply to (1) Christian citizens of our 
enemy lands; (2) our own war of inde- 


pendence; (3) the early Christian 
martyrs? 
Answer: (1) Only a Christian con- 


science, enlightened by the Word and 
Spirit of God, and by as informed and 
intelligent an understanding of the situa- 
tion as possible, must decide this ques- 
tion for Christian citizens of such coun- 
tries as Germany, Italy, and Japan. (2) 
The revolt of the early colonies was the 
decision and purpose of a people refused 
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their proper rights. This denial was a 
violation of the offending government’s 
own principles. There is at least one 
precedent for this in the Old Testament 
(I Kings 12, especially vv. 22-24), where 
Judah was forbidden to take up arms 
against the ten tribes who had revolted 
against the king of Judah, and remained 
an independent kingdom forever, de- 
spite the fact that this division of the 
kingdom was regarded as one of the 
two worst calamities that befell Israel 
of old. (3) Paul, who bade us be “sub- 
ject to the powers that be,” lived when 
the world was ruled by the monster Nero. 
As for individual Christians, they must 
be guided by the words of our Lord Him- 
self in Matthew 22:21. When the things 
of Caesar clearly and definitely conflict 
with the things of God on the basis of 
all the Scriptures, the believer must re- 
fuse to obey Caesar, whatever the cost. 
But, the chief reference here, of course, 
is to worship, and to acknowledging or 
denying God.

SECURITY AND SIN 
F.D., Ottumwa, Iowa 


Question: Does the “eternal secur- 
ity” of the believer mean that once 
saved, always saved, no matter how one 
lives? 

Answer: It is a disparagement of 
God’s love, and promise, and sovereign 
grace to suppose that the salvation He 
has wrought at such awful cost (John 
3:16; I Peter 2:24; etc.), and which He 
so freely and graciously bestows upon 
the sole condition of faith (Rom. 6:23; 
Eph. 2:8; etc.), could be withdrawn. You 
are raising a hypothetical case and the 
Word of God does not anticipate or make 
allowance for this. Once saved, we are 
to put on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
make no provision for the lust of the 
flesh (Rom. 13:14). We are to depart 
from iniquity (II Tim. 2:19), and avoid 
the very appearance of evil (I Thess. 
5:22). When the Holy Spirit regenerates 
us, it is once for all. He comes to dwell 
within and to be teacher, strengthener, 
guide (John 14:16), and to give us power 
and victory over sin. We are then to 
bring forth the fruits of the Spirit (Gal. 
5:22, 23). What is implied in your ques- 
tion is the works of the flesh (Gal. 5:19- 
21). Such do not belong to the believer, 
who is to “crucify the flesh” (Gal. 5:24; 
Rom. 8:5-9). It is therefore highly ques- 
tionable if one who does the “works of 
the flesh” was ever regenerated or in- 
dwelt by the Spirit. It is an evidence to 
the contrary. A genuine believer may 
backslide, which does not mean he is to 
be born again all over. The God who 
restored a David (Ps. 51), the Christ 
who has cleansed and made His own 
some of the foulest characters in human 


history, and made them great and hon- 
ored saints, will not let go His own (John 
10:26-30), but will surely restore such 
of them as may wander awhile from the 
fold. But such will always bear the scars 
of their sin.

NOAH 
N.S., Chicago, Iil. 

Question: Lamech predicted that 
Noah would bring comfort to the peo- 
ple of his day from their heavy labors 
because of a cursed earth. How was this 
fulfilled in view of the fact that all that 
generation was destroyed? 


Answer: The name Noah means 
rest. We do not know certainly what 
Noah’s father Lamech understood by his 
prediction, but in view of the fact that 
that entire generation perished, Noah 
was rather a type and pledge of rest in 
a renewed earth with a new generation 
preserved through him. In the flood, 
mercy is seen mingled with judgment, 
for the deluge of waters at least mit- 
igated, if it did not entirely remove, the 
curse upon the earth uttered in Genesis 
3:17. It is interesting to note that the 
Hebrew word for sweet in the expression 
sweet savor (Gen. 8:21) is an intensified 
form of the word Noah, so that the Lord 
smelled a savor of appeasement, or rest, 
at the offerings of Noah. There was, 
therefore, comfort or rest to God from 
His grief and striving with man and from 
His wrath and judgment, and there was 
rest for mankind in this new beginning 
in the mitigation of earth’s curse.

BIBLE CHRONOLOGY 
E.A.N., Gainesville, Fla. 

Question: How is it that the Jews 
place the year of creation nearly 250 
years (5703) nearer than that of our 
Bible chronologies? Which is right? 

Answer: The problem of Bible 
chronology is beset with many difficulties 
and differences. There are at least two 
hundred different calculations of time 
from creation to the year of our Lord, 
ranging from 3483 to 6984 years. The 
Septuagint version of the Bible, written 
by Jewish translators nearly 300 BC., 
shows a period of time well over a thou- 
sand years longer than that of our pres- 
ent Hebrew text. The difference between 
the Jewish reckoning and that of Us- 
sher’s chronology, which appears in our 
Bibles, is due partly to the fact that be- 
fore the time of Abraham periods of time 


are calculated from one event to another. © 


There can be little doubt that Ussher’s 
chronology is more correct than that of 
the Jewish reckoning. It would be too 
much, however, to assert dogmatically 
that Ussher is absolutely correct.

happiness; is serviceable, fit, excellent, 
and kind, and opposed to that which is 
evil.” 

The Bible stands out pre-eminently in 
literature as the book of the good. The 
Holy Scriptures are called the “good 
way.” They are named good statutes, 
good commandments, and good judg- 
ments. The Word of God gives two very 


remarkable definitions of God that every © 


child of God can comprehend: “God is 
good,” in the Old Testament, and “God 
is love,’ in the New Testament. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ speaks of Him- 
self as the good Shepherd, the Sower 
sowing good seed, and that good part 
ehosen by Mary. True disciples of Jesus 
are designated in the Word of God as 
good ground, bringing forth good fruit, 
making a good profession, engaged in 
good conversation, doing good work, 
giving out good tidings, and fighting a 
good fight of faith. 

Three examples from the Old Testa- 
ment first using the term good are of 
interest. In speaking to the children of 
Israel, Moses admonished them: “See, I 
have set before thee this day life and 
good, and death and evil” (Deut. 30:15). 
Amos the prophet declared that man 
should “seek good, and not evil, that ye 
may live ... Hate the evil, and love the 
good” (Amos 5:14, 15). In strong words 
Micah the prophet admonished: “He 
hath showed thee, O man, what is good; 
and what doth the Lord require of thee, 
but to do justly, and to love mercy, and 
to walk humbly with thy God?” (Mic. 
6:8). 


hae ARE THREE REASONS 
WHY GOD HAS REVEALED HIMSELF as the 
true, the beautiful, and the good in 
creation, in revelation, and in the in- 
carnation of the Son of God. First, to 
implant within the heart of man the 
highest ideals of human life; second, to 
nurture these ideals until they mature 
into stable Christian character; and 
third, the ultimate object is fruit bearing. 
Jesus said: “Herein is my Father glori- 
fied, that ye bear much fruit’ (John 
15:8). 

One who is a true follower of Jesus 
has the right, by prayerful study, to 
cultivate the true, the beautiful, and the 
good in every line of activity—whether 
it be in science, literature, history, art, 
music, manufacture, commerce, and 
trade along any legitimate line of human 
endeavor, as Paul the apostle plainly 
taught when he said: “All are yours, and 
ye are Christ’s; and Christ is God’s” 
(I Cor. 3:22, 23). 

Only when education is truly Christian 
in character will it succeed in inculcating 
these ideals of the true, the beautiful, 
and the good, which make for true 
nobility of character, true loyalty in the 
home and family, true fidelity in citizen- 
ship to the government, and true attain- 
ment of success in life, so that one will 
“make [his] way prosperous, and .. . 
have good success” (Josh. 1:8).

against nation, and there shall be 
famines, and pestilences, and earth- 
quakes . . . Many false prophets shall 


rise, and shall deceive many .. . false 
Christs, and false prophets shall show 
great signs and wonders .. . iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold . wheresoever the carcase is, 
there will the eagles be gathered together 

. When ye shall hear of wars and 
rumors of wars see that ye be not 
troubled” (Matt. 24). 

After the Lord Jesus arose and as- 
cended into heaven He continued to do 
and teach through the Holy Spirit on 
earth. They both taught “the mysteries,” 
occurring only between the first and 
second comings of Christ. They were 
secrets not revealed to the prophets, and 
only understood today by those born of 
the Holy Spirit and taught by Him (Matt. 
13:11). There was the mystery of only 
a partial success of a world-wide sowing 
of the gospel; only the first fruits of this 
period of Pentecost. There was the age- 
long of Satan’s sowing tares; of his 
mustard seed, to make God’s Word 
palatable to the carnal mind, and God’s 
Church agreeable to the devil’s hier- 
archies; and of his ministers’ turning 
the bread of God’s priestly family into 
the leaven of the Sadducees, Pharisees, 
and Herodians. The hidden treasure of 
Israel and Christ’s pearl from the Gentile 
sea both cost Him all He had. 

The Church, His pearl, is one of these 
mysteries; Christ in the believer is an- 
other; and the Church caught up to 
meet the Lord in the air is still another. 
The temporary and partial unbelief of 
Israel is one; the mystery of godliness is 
one; and the mystery of iniquity is the 
last. Then comes Christ! Thus Christ 
tells His saved ones of the world today. 


Tircsieiens ALSO CHRIST’S VI- 
SION OF THINGS TO COME. “And Adam 
died,” representing a ruined creation. 
“But now is Christ risen,” representing 
a new creation and His kingdom. He said 
He would receive His kingdom over the 
earth from His Father, who will come 
with Him, and His angels, and His 
saints.

June 13 
GOD’S EXCEEDING GREAT 
PROMISES 
II Peter 1:1-11 


Golden Text: He hath granted 
unto us his precious and exceeding 
great promises; that through these 
ye may become partakers of the 
divine nature.—II Peter 1:4, R.V. 


ROWTH in grace and in knowledge 
of Christ are as normal and ex- 
pected of the child of God as bodily 
growth of the physical child. Tragic as 
is the failure of one to develop physically, 
it is even more distressing and sad in the 
spiritual realm. Yet it is a common thing 
in our churches, where only comparative- 
ly few believers even come to full stature 
in Christ, where more have only a partial 
growth, and some are forever babes in 
Christ. 

God has made perfect provision for 
us, and has in His Word given plain and 
explicit instructions on how to gain spirit- 
ual development. 


I. All Things Provided (vy. 1-4). 

In the physical world we are able to 
provide, at least in some degree, what is 
needed. We also know where to find 
mental food. Spiritual provision can 
come only from God, and we find from 
these verses that He has provided not 
just a small portion, or a limited ration, 
but “all things that pertain unto life and 
godliness,” through the knowledge of 
Christ. 

The “exceeding great and precious 
promises” of God are the abundant por- 
tion of the believer. They are sure 
promises, based in the altogether depend- 
able Word of God. 

God’s provision for us in Christ has 
made it unnecessary to look elsewhere. 
Here is escape from the world’s corrup- 
tion, the new nature in Christ, faith, 
grace, peace, power—all in Him. 

The opposite is also true, that without 
Christ men have only the weak and dis- 
appointing help of men on which to draw. 
Of suck foolish ones the Lord said 
through Jeremiah the prophet that they 
“have committed two evils: they have 
forsaken me the fountain of living wa- 
ters, and hewed them out cisterns, bro- 
ken cisterns, that can hold no water” 
(Jer. 2:13). 


II. All Diligence Required (vv. 5- 
7). 

There is something that the Christian 
can do to insure his growth in grace. He 
is to be diligent, that is, have an earnest 
purpose and zeal to go ahead spiritually. 
This calls for application and endeavor, 
just as progress in any other sphere of

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life, and possibly more. 

Faith is the foundation of all such 
growth and without it there is nothing 
on which to build. But on it, or better, 
“in” it, we have all these other Christian 
graces springing up, as we give “all dili- 
gence” to encourage their growth. 

Notice the ascending scale. Faith leads 
to virtue, that is, courageous, resolute 
Christian character. Then comes knowl- 
edge—the intelligent understanding and 
discernment of truth. This is bound to- 
gether by temperance, meaning self-con- 
trol. Next is patience, that steady en- 
durance which keeps going in spite of 
trial or disappointment. 

The sixth note in this octave of graces 
is godliness, which speaks of piety, true 
devotion to God, and reverence for His 
name. Such a believer will love his 
brethren in all brotherly kindness; and 
that leads us to the high point of love 
(the real meaning of “charity,” v. 7). 
Here love for God is obviously in mind, 
as the crowning grace of the believer. 


III. All Eternity Assured (vv. 8-11). 

We should look forward to that abun- 
dant “entrance into the everlasting king- 
dom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ” spoken of in verse 11. There is 
such a thing as being saved “so as by 
fire” (I Cor. 3:15), slipping into heaven 
with nothing to show for our life as fol- 
lowers of Christ here on earth (read 
I Cor. 3:12-15). 

God does not want for His people such 
an unseemly entrance upon eternity. 
Why should we be satisfied so to live that 
it may be true of us. Saved? Yes, but 
that is all! Are you satisfied with that 
prospect? 

We should note too, that this growth in 
grace will show itself in our daily life. 
It will keep us from being “barren [idle] 
and unfruitful” (v. 8). The Christian 
life must not be barren of true service 
for Christ, nor unfruitful of gracious 
harvest for Him. We are not on a sort 
of spiritual joy ride, sitting at ease as 
we speed on to the heavenly dwelling 
places. 

Works do not save a man. We are 
justified before God by faith. But our 
faith is justified before men by our 
works of righteousness. Fruit grows on 
the living and healthy tree. 

Observe that the Christian who lacks 
these graces (Do you?) is a nearsighted 
one who lacks both vision and grateful 
remembrance of God’s loving-kindness 
(v. 9). How many members of our 
churches need their spiritual memory 
jogged and their spiritual eyes anointed 
with God’s “eyesalve” (Rev. 3:18).

JOHN DESCRIBES TRUE 
CHRISTIANS 
I John 2:1-6; 3:13-18; 4:15-17 


Golden Text: But if we walk in 
the light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.— 
I John 1:7. 


Ro hoa tne and life go together. To 
hold the tenets of Christian truth 
in one’s head and not to have them move 
the heart is to deny the very faith one 
professes. Yet this is the danger which 
faces the believer—a temptation before 
which many have fallen. The result is 
that much of “what passes for Christi- 
anity in these days is very thin stuff, 
very remote from the original” (Shoe- 
maker). 

John was not ilies with such a 
weak imitation, and in his writings he 
set up the true standard of a forgiven 
and transformed life, living itself out in 
love and sacrificial service. If we have 
forgotten what God meant us to be in 
Christ, or are members of a church which 
has strayed from the true and living 
way, this lesson affords an opportunity 
for penitence and works meet thereunto. 


I. Sin¥Forgiven and Life Trans- 
formed (I John 2:1-6). 

Not only at the beginning of the 
Christian life is sin dealt with and put 
away, but day by day—yes, moment by 
moment—we have the cleansing power of 
the blood of our Divine Advocate. 

This is of the utmost importance, for 
God can only use clean channels for the 
outgoing of His power and grace to the 
world. We know our own weakness and 
the defiling presence of the world. But 
unlike the unregenerate man, we do not 
submit and go down; we turn to Christ 
for forgiveness and cleansing. 

The transformation of life which thus 
comes to the believer is shown in obedi- 
ence to the commandments of God. In 
the early Church there were those who 
said that if they only believed in Christ 
as Saviour it made no difference how 
they lived—and they have their follow- 
ers in our day. 

Be sure of this, the essential thing in 
Christian profession is not how you talk 
about Christ, but how you walk in obe- 
dience to His commandments. 


II. Hated by the World and Loved 
by the Brethren (I John 3:13-18). 

The world, that is, unregenerate man- 
kind, hates a genuine Christian no mat- 
ter how kind and loving he may be. Why? 
“Because the Christian believer gives the 
non-believer an uncomfortable sense of 
inferiority. The presence of high Chris- 
tian ideals in marked contrast to his own 
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selfish policies arouses his anger and re- 
sentment” (Douglass). 

The presence of a clean, godly life in a 
community makes every sinner look that 
much blacker, and the world, the flesh, 
and the devil will do everything possible 
to break down and destroy such a testi- 
mony. 


III. Indwelt by God and Unafraid 
in the World (I John 4:15-17). 

A sincere confession of Christ as Sa- 
viour brings a man into that close rela- 
tionship to God which is expressed in the 
words, “God abideth in him, and he in 
God” (v. 15). 

We are brought by our faith in Christ, 
into the very center of God’s love. Christ, 
the well-beloved Son who stands in that 
blessed place, draws us into the circle and 
there we stand in Him. 

“God is love” (v. 16) indicates that the 
very essence of His divine being is love. 
The word love has been much abused in 
modern thought and speech, where it has 
come to mean either a weak, sentimental 
attitude, or a passion of the flesh which 
is essentially sinful rather than godly. 
Let us give it proper meaning in our lives. 

God’s love showed itself in the giving 
of His Son as the Redeemer of the 
world. It was and is unselfish and sacri- 
ficial devotion to the eternal welfare of 
those who merited only judgment. We 
do not love until we reflect that quality. 

Such love casts out fear. Fellowship is 
impossible in an atmosphere of fear, but 
love rules it out. In Christ we realize 
that God first loved us, and then our 
hearts go out in warm devotion to Him. 

Not only does the Christian no longer 
fear the day of judgment, but he is una- 
fraid in the present evil world. This is 
not because of his own strength or abil- 
ity, but because through faith in Christ 
he is “in God,” and “as he is, so are we in 
this world” (v. 17). : 
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JOHN’S COUNSEL TO CHRISTIANS 
II John 4-11; III John 5-12 
Golden : Text Beloved, I wish 
above all things that thou mayest 
prosper and be in health, even as 
thy soul prospereth.—III John 2. 


HRISTIANS need guidance, espe- 

cially in their home and church re- 
lationships. The apostle John, under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit, wrote the 
two personal letters known to us as 
II and III John. They abound in sound 
spiritual, practical advice. Note that 
these two words belong together, for 
what is truly spiritual cannot help but be 
tremendously practical and perfect for 
the direction of thought and life. 

II John is addressed to an “elect lady” 
of the church, one beloved of all for her 
faithfulness to the truth (II John 1 and 
2). IIT John is addressed to Gaius (a 
common name in those days), also well 
beloved in the truth (III John 1). Note 
the remarkable prayer in III John 2. 
Would we dare to pray it, or would we 
want to reverse it? 








I. Set an Example Before Your 
Children (II John 4-6). 

We may not like to admit it, but our 
children are largely what we make them 
by their training—or lack of it—in the 
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MASS MURDER 
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The stories of mass 
murder of Jews by 
the Nazis computed 
in the millions were 
first thought to be 
fantastic. Now un- 
mistakable proof 
shows that heart- 
less cruelty has been under- 
stated. 


A CHRISTIAN CHALLENGE 
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home. Parents have the grave and at the 
same time precious responsibility of be- 
ing what they want their children to be. 

Above all we must teach them by pre- 
cept and example to love God supremely, 
and to walk after His commandments. 
Father, Mother, have you done your 
duty? Are your children “walking in 
truth” (v. 4)? 


II. Be on Guard Against False 
Teachers (II John 7-11). 

We are not to countenance false teach- 
ing even by entertaining such teachers, 
or having close fellowship with them. To 
create the impression before the world 
and the Church that they are “not so 
bad,” by appearing as their friends, is to 
partake of their evil works (v. 11). 

Such teachers may easily be recog- 
nized. They are aptly described by Dr. 
Douglass: “In all ages the Church has 
been plagued by those who want to sub- 
stitute something for the pure Christian 
faith, or to embroider it with bright 
ideas of their own conceiving. Such peo- 
ple may try to strip religion of its super- 
natural aspect and reduce it to a merely 
rationalistic system. They may seek to 
slyly loosen the moral standards of the 
Church because their own lives are defi- 
cient when measured by such standards. 
They may try to minimize the teaching 
of the cross because it stands for sacri- 
fice.” Watch against them, and stand 
against their destructive teaching. 


III. Be Diligent in Putting For- 
ward True Teachers (III John 5-8). 

The door which should be closed 
against false teachers should be opened 
wide to those who are faithful teachers 
of the truth. 

Whether we are able to open our homes 
to God’s servants or not, we can show a 
Christian spirit of genuine hospitality in 
helping to bring them forward (v. 6) in 
their work. This may be done by gifts 
of money, by kindness shown in time of 
need, by a real interest in their work, by 
recommending them to others who wish 
to hear the truth. 


IV. Do Not Trust Proud. Self- 
seeking Leadership (III John 9-11). 

A man may be orthodox, and intensely 
loyal to the denomination, and at the 
same time be a wicked man whose ex- 
ample is to be shunned. No word is said 
against the teaching of Diotrephes. He 
was not condemned for being careless 
about the affairs of the Church, or un- 
faithful in his attendance and devotion 
to its interest as he saw them. 

The sin of Diotrephes was pride, a de- 
sire to be the boss of the Church, “No. 1 
man” in its affairs. Lacking the true 
spirituality which always results in hu- 
mility, he opposed the apostle. Not only 
did he refuse to receive him, but used 
pressure on others who were willing to 
be hospitable. 

Church bosses act exactly according to 
that pattern in our day. Let us put that 
kind of leaders out of the Church. 


V. Emulate the Life of the Man 
of Good Report (III John 12). 

A good man! No words of praise could 
possibly surpass such a testimony. The 
world is full of brilliant, skilled, wealthy 
and prominent people, but there is an 
appalling dearth of good men and women.

It does, but it also respects them, 
and is forced to bear witness to their 
reality and goodness. 

Professed fellowship with God in 
Christ which does not result in goodness 
of life may well be scrutinized. Some- 
thing has gone astray, either at its be- 
ginning or somewhere along the line. 
God is good, and “he that doeth good is 
of God.” The opposite is also true. Read 
it—“He that doeth evil hath not seen 
God.” 


July 4 
A PEOPLE IN DISTRESS 
Exodus 1:6-14; 2:23-25 


Golden Text: They cried, and 
their cry came up unto God by rea- 
son of the bondage——Exodus 2:23. 


IODAY is Independence Day. Yet 
much of the world is in bondage, 
and the rest of it in a struggle to prevent 
freedom from perishing from the earth. 
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Our lesson too is about a nation in 
bondage, but we learn from it that there 
is a way to be free. Even so we declare 
the way of personal liberty which is open 
and free. 

The Lord Jesus Christ opened it at 
Calvary’s tree and anyone who is still 
the bond slave of Satan may make this 
a great and glorious Independence Day 
by now declaring his faith in the Deliv- 
erer of our souls. 

We begin today a series of lessons in 
the Book of Exodus which reveal the 
high and mighty hand of God working 
on behalf of His people. Many are the 
precious spiritual lessons, rich is the 
practical instruction for daily life, to be 
received in the weeks just ahead. 

The family of Jacob—or, as the Bible 
calls them, the children of Israel—pros- 
pered in Egypt particularly as long as 
Joseph and the rulers who remembered 
him were alive. But they soon learned 
one of life’s bitter lessons, that— 


i ag oe - Not Always a 
Blessing (1:16-11 

Prosperity is never an unmixed bless- 
ing. We as a nation know that to be 
true. Not only does it lead to a certain 


softening of the sinews, but all too often 
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it results in a weakening of the moral 
fiber, which makes man easy prey to the 
attack of the enemy of our souls. 

Is it not strange, then, that we should 
—even in times of all-out warfare—be so 
eager to chase the dollar that we are 
willing to neglect our children, forget 
church, live unnatural lives, just that we 
may make more and more money? 

The Egyptians had, humanly speak- 
ing, reason to fear this great nation 
which was growing up in their midst. 
The new rulers did not know Joseph and 
had forgotten the spirit in which he had 


| brought his family into the land. The 


leaders of the Egyptians therefore made 
plans which appealed to their brilliant 
leaders as politic and wise. But they 
reckoned without God, and the burdens 
and afflictions they placed on the Israel- 
ites only served to bring further blessing. 


II. Persecution Is Not Always a 
Burden (vv. 12-14). 

The people of Israel did not appreciate 
it, but the bitterness of their bondage 
was a blessing in disguise. Note that— 

1. It Kept Them Separate as a People. 

Affliction often serves to keep God’s 
people separated from the world. It is 
doing so today. 

2. It Disciplined Them and Prepared 
Them for the Hardships of Their Wilder- 
ness Journey. 

We too do well to remember that 
“whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth,” 
and that if we are properly “exercised” 
thereby, our sorrows may yield rich fruit 
in our lives. 

3. It Threw Them Back upon God. 

Many are the saints of God who have 
found that the fiery trial, the burden so 
hard to understand, or some affliction of 
their body, has caused them to bring 
their burden to the Lord. We have trav- 
eled far on the road of faith when we 
have reached the place where we learn 
that “man’s extremity is God’s opportu- 
nity.” 


III. Prayer Always Brings Deliver- 
ence (2:23-25). 

Does God really know when His peo- 
ple suffer? Does He really care? Yes, 
He does. “They cried,” and “God heard” 
and “remembered.” That’s all we need 
to know. The groaning of His people 
had already stirred God’s gracious and 
tender heart. But He waited to hear 
their cry before He answered. Such is 
the law of prayer. May we not forget it. 
Far too often we turn to everyone and 
everything else, and finally, in despera- 
tion, to God. Why not turn to Him first? 

Does God hear and answer prayer? 
Yes, but remember that real prayer is 
the cry of faith coming from the heart 
of an obedient child. God may answer 
other prayers, but He always answers 
such a prayer. 

His answer may not be in accord with 
our opinion of what it should be, for His 
wisdom is infinite. He knows better than 
we what the answer should be. Let us 
trust the Judge of all the earth to do 
right (Gen. 18:25). 

The world is in need. Perhaps God is 
waiting to meet that need through you 
and me. Individually and as a nation 
He may wish to use us as His instrument 
of deliverance.

Charles 
carried on alone after that. After a long 
period had elapsed, he returned looking 
cool and refreshed and so happy, that 
she wondered greatly. 

“I caught another fish,” he said 
jubilantly. “She passed from death to 
life at ten minutes before one o’clock.” 
Joy unspeakable and full of glory was 
theirs again! Forgotten was the heat, 
and the need for food. They sat in the 
broiling car and had a praise meeting! 

At three o’clock they found a place 
to lunch, and then went back to the 
work, throwing the cellophane-wrapped 
tracts into front yards from the car. 

Then it was suddenly dark and time 
to start on their return trip, so they 
turned the car toward home with thank- 
ful hearts, rejoicing over the two souls 
God had graciously used them to lead 
to Himself. 

It was certainly the best and most 
satisfying vacation either had ever spent, 
and they agreed that nothing could be 
more wonderful than to spend every one 
in just that way.

of losing their employment. These 
things, added to the mass of superstitious 
and erroneous religious conceptions and 
widespread looseness of morals, consti- 
tute an obstacle that would be insur- 
mountable were it not for our supernat- 
ural weapons of prayer, the powerful 
Word of God, and the Spirit of truth, 
which are ‘mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds.’ 

“When another Colombian Bible stu- 
dent came in November, we changed our 
methods, and sent him only to those who 
were definitely known to be interested 
in the gospel and would not go to the 
priest and make trouble. During one 
trip out into the country, he met a fine 
reception by many of the two hundred 
laborers on a certain estate. Our general 
idea for the future is to get into the 
country districts. Country work is often 
better than town work. The absence of 
a Roman church in the small places 
means the people are not being harassed 
all the time by a priest for attending 
evangelical services.”

WINTER TERM COMMENCEMENT 


HE Senior class day and commence- 
ment exercises were held in Torrey- 
Gray Auditorium, April 22. 

After a word of greeting, Willis C. 
Grebinger (Pa.), president of the class, 
called on Charles S. Rhine, Jr. (Pa.) to 
lead the audience in the hymn, “O for a 
Thousand Tongues to Sing.” Harry E. 
Wagner (Iowa), class treasurer, made the 
invocation, and a quartet of mixed voices 
sang, “Praise Ye the Lord, the Almighty.” 
Arnold A. Epp (Neb.), recording secre- 
tary, read the Scripture and offered 
prayer. 

Lois I. Ludeman (Iowa), representing 
the women of the class, speaking on “The 
Ministry of Love,” bore tribute to the In- 
stitute’s beneficences which fruited in 
their lives, and to the donors who made 
their training possible. Her thought 
stemmed from the class 
motto, “Ambassadors 
for Christ,” which is 
love expressed voca- 
tionally. As a motive, 
it spoke a language be- 
sotted African villagers 
could understand 
though uttered only by 
David Livingstone’s 
mute compassion. As a 
message, it is the glory 
of our service: our gal- 
lant fighters do not 
bring this message to 
our enemies. AS a 
source, it derives from 
Christ the munificent 
lover and giver. As a 
result, it has the power 
“to get the message 
through.” 

Keyed to this theme, 
a trio of women’s voices 
sang “His Banner Over 
Us.” Edward C. Stel- 
ling (S.C.), represent- 
ing the men, launched 
his address from a 
springboard of high 
distinction—a boast in 
his alma mater, that 
melting pot of student 
singularities wherein is 
fused a new product, 
the fine art of living 
and working together. 
He spoke on “The 
Three Essentials for 
the Christian Ministry” 


—maintaining a Christian walk as an ex- 
ample of spiritual sobriety; exhibiting the 
passion and skill of the successful soul- 
winner; and absorption in a systematic 
study of the Bible to increase efficiency in 
rightly dividing the Word of Truth.

The Weekday Bible Class an 
Ally of the Sunday School 


(Continued from page 568) 

While the younger children are getting 
on the busses, the older ones are going 
to the Bible classes. The percentage of 
older children attending is smaller, as 
most of them cannot come unless they 
are given transportation home. A num- 
ber of the teachers use their own cars 
for this purpose, and if there were more 
cars we believe there would be twice as 
many children. 

This weekday Bible class is a recruiting 
station for the Sunday schools of the 
community. As most of the Bible class 
teachers are Sunday school teachers in 
one church or another, the children feel 
more confidence starting to Sunday 
school if they know some of the teachers. 
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If the weekday Bible class only served 
the purpose of giving an invitation to 
every child and furthering the acquaint- 
ance between children and Sunday school 
teachers, we believe it would be worth 
while. But it has a still greater mission. 


j= WEEKDAY BIBLE CLASS 
GIVES OPPORTUNITY to reach the otherwise 
unreached children of the community 
and to win them to Christ. It gives ad- 
ditional time for grounding converted 
children in God’s Word, which is able to 
build them up in the Lord. Children who 
are really saved and who are developing 
in their Christian lives make a real effort 
to get to some Sunday school, and when 
they do get there, they are a help. 

Several times during the year the chil- 
dren are given opportunity to tell some- 
thing they have learned in the class. Not 
only are many facts and verses remem- 
bered, but often happy testimonies are 
given. Here are a few: “We’ve learned 
so much about the Lord Jesus that I love 
Him so well I just want to talk to Him 
all the time.” “Whenever I do anything 
wrong I ask the Lord Jesus to forgive me 
and I try not to do it again.” “I am so 
thankful that the Lord Jesus died for me 
so that I can go to His beautiful house 
some day.” “I belong to Jesus and I’m 
glad I do.” 

It is not uncommon to hear the chil- 
dren talking over the verses and lessons 
on the school grounds or on the street. 
Not long ago one little girl said to her 
companion, “Are you on the straight road 
that leads to heaven? I am.” A number 
of those near started asking each other 
if they were going to heaven, and another 
child said, “If any of you are not on the 
straight road you had better come to the 
Lord Jesus and get your sins washed 
away or you'll never get to heaven.” 

An older child said to another, “The 
Lord helped me in school today. The 
teacher told us to pass in our arithmetic 
papers. I couldn’t find my paper any- 
where, and I was afraid he would be 
awful mad. I asked the Lord to help me 
find it, and right away I remembered I 
had put it into my geography book.” 

Each class covers a certain portion of 
the Bible during the school year, and 
each pupil learns three of the Scripture 
catechism cards. At the closing program 
all the children who have attended faith- 
fully and learned the three cards are 
given certificates. They delight to hang 
these certificates on the walls of their 
homes, where we pray they may be a 
blessing. We also pray for blessing on the 
closing program itself, where a large 
number of people, some of whom never 
attend church, gather to hear the chil- 
dren recite the verses, sing the gospel 
choruses, and tell a little of what they 
have learned during the year. 

We believe that both Sunday schools 
and weekday Bible classes are sorely 
needed and should work together to win 
every child to the Lord Jesus Christ and 
to build him up in his faith. In a day 
when children are being filled up with 
nonsense, and what is worse than non- 
sense, by many different agencies, it sure- 
ly behooves us to work together to satu- 
rate them with the pure Word of God.
